December .,19il2 to 3 Marcia 19ijlt/ and'also as ■ commander of the. Hakodate .Maiir Gamp - 
for the same period. (Ebf-. *1, la,. 3, k, 3, 6, 7; 11 , 13, 16* 1-8, 19, "20, 2*1, .23). 

The POW'Camps in the Hakodate Area are as follows:. Main Camp Hokkaido, established 
1 December 19U2; No. 1 Branch Camp Murroran, established 1 December 1942$ No,. 2 
Branch Camp, Iwate-ken, Kamihei-gun, Katsushi-mura, established 30 November 19h2; 
No, 3 Branch Camp, Kamaishi-shi, Oaza, established 10 November 19h3; No, 1 Dis¬ 
patch Camp Hokkaido Kamiiso, established 1 October 19h3j No, 1 Detached Camp, ■■ 
Yakumo, established 16 June 19h3 (Ex>*2).. 

as to Specification 1 : The accused aggravated the suffering and 
illness- of American and Allied Prisoners of War'by; 

(1) Failure to provide' available medical supplies, •ftiere,wer# no- 
medical supplies distributed in this camp. ,There was reason td believe that they 
were locked in the ■doctor’s room and that when they'requested them of him he pre¬ 
tended he had none (Ex. A, p 2). • It was said Red Gross packages arrived but were 
not issued to the men (Ex 93) Dr. Aona took all Red Cross medical supplies, as 
well as those captured in possession of M's, and locked them up, using them only 
for Japanese (Hooper., Ex,- 119). The same witness made the statement that he was 
a FW at Hokodate Main Camp from the first part of June 19U3 until liberated on 
13 September 19h3 and that they received three Red Cross packages during his stay, 
there. It was his opinion that the MP's didn't keep any Red Cross supplies for 
their own use, and as well as he remembered, the three times that "they received 
the Red.'Cross parcels were the only times that Red Cross parcels were brought , 
in the camp (Ex. 120, p 1; Ex. 7, lh)• 


(p 6 0 S 1 3 ) Hatakayama Case No., 203) 
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(2i) Failure to provide proper medical care and treatment. In 
Hakodate Main Gamp there was gross overcrowding (Ex, 1-A), Sanitation in the 
camp was very bad, causing, spread of disease (Ex 1-A and 16). Most of the FW's 
were suffering from scabies, dysentery and-diarrhea (Ex. 1-A, 2-A, 71). Japanese 
doctors gave the men no treatment for these diseases, nor. did they treat them-cry- 
often for any sickness (Ex. 1-A, 3, it, 16, 27-p-2, 3U, 55, 79, 85, 10it, .106, 111, 

119, 133, 137). As a result of this lack of treatment, many M’s died (Ex. 1-A, 

U, 55, 85, lOit, 106, 111, 120, 133).' Medipal parade was held each morning at 
which the Camp Commander, Colonel Hatakayama, attended (Ex. 1-A). Many FW's 
reported themselves sick but were; not allowed to stay in camp (Ex 1-A). Japanese — 
doctors- sent many sick FW's to -work without medical treatment (Ex. 1-A, 111, 120). I- 
Japanese doctors, upon seeing a dangerously sick patient would remark, "I think 
you will die tonight",- (Ex 1—A, ’7—p 2, 106) and would render no treatment. Oh 
numerous occasions Japanese doctors made the s tatement that they were killing 
more enemies at tl%e prison camp than at the front (Eit. 7-p 2, 10, 55 10U). . They - 
. also stated they had .rather see prisoners die than be bothered With treating them 
(Ex..ii). Japanese doctors, together with medical orderlies,' beat the sick pris¬ 
oners because they asked for aid .or because'thSy could not work (Ex. 3', U, 20, 

27-p 2, 56, 106, 126), and at times beat them while - they (the doctors) were d runk 
(Ex.20, llj2). Operations .were-perfoaned without the use of any anesthetic (Ex. 55) f 
At times surgery was left to the RV medical orderlies (Ex. 106 ), Medical supplies : ; 
were ’short (Ex. 1-A, 3, 16, 31,-.95, 106). FW r s had sores on. their bodies which 
' needed.treatment; No new bandages and gauze were available for such treatment 
and- the Fifs had to wash the old bandages and re-use* them (Ex. 16)1 Sick PA 1 s * 
were made to stand outside in the-cold at attention,.for periods of jfcwelve hours" 
or'.more (Ex. 3) •. <§-ick, FW's'had to_be -'carried-to -the latrine, which was Outside, 
even though some..had pneumonia (Ex’. 3b, p : 3-)v '-Sick men were put'in small rooms

Colonel.IhJotCT,..a witness ?or*ufche- prosecution, stated that waS' 

?he former high commander-of .the Hakodate P0¥ camps from 2 March 19hlf to Aprils. 

• 19U5 (R 113). He.held the- .rank of Lieutenant Colonel' (-R 113), He stated that - *«•* *• 
the high commandant could bdiitrol'all existing supervision over the medical of-' * 

' ficers attached to the canp.* He.stateiJ that after receiving information from the " 
FW’s,.he was not-satisijed with lieutenant’Shiba* s duties^ ^He.'reoeiv.ed thisdji- 
fomationEfrom aii American Major'(R llj2*). After receiving' this information^ he - 
told Shiba not to ever 'come to the canp and never tb,drink Japanese sake -under 
■any circumstances. He requested.that Doctor Shiba be dismissed, but the Northern 
Army Headquarters 'did not dismiss him until November or December 19hU (R 1^2). 

Upon assuming command in 19bb, he spoke to the FvV officers concerning medical 
affairs, When he arrived at the Hakodate Main Camp,' he heard complaints.about 
the shortage of medical supplies at Hakodate and the other camps (R lU3). He 
thought he checked requisitions for medical supplies for the camp (R 1 ) 4 . 3 ) • He 
did not-follow the high commandant's system of distribution of medicine. After 
receiving complaints from the PV's about the shortage.of medicine, he carried 
out their requests (R lh3). Shortly after his arrival, he made an .inspection 
of Hakodate and the other camps and found evidence; of a-.shortage' of medicine. .and 
poor medical treatment. •He*'’talked to Major Murray,'who “told him'about the neces¬ 
sity of improvement in this camp. He did not remember how he increased the 
medical supply, but he thought he increased it according to the demands of the 
/ PW's (R II 4 . 3 ) He followed-Major Murray's recommendations that the Fii's get 
medicine after roll call. Formerly after roll call the Japanese orderlies did 
not give any medicine. He created a new system to allow Pw's to get medicine 
after being examined. All FlV's were able to be. examined by the doctor and get 
medicine (R lU3). He did n’ot know who created the system- of withholding medicine 
from the PIT's (R lit3) *> He stated that Major Murray told him that no medicine 
was given after roll call, that the Japanese orderlies h&d the key and no one was 
allowed to get medicine (R- 1U3). He instructed Lieutenant Shiba tb change the 
system as regards the issuance of medicine. He stated that they did not have 
plenty-of medicine, but medicine was given to them, and he thought that by making , 
the maximum use of it he could meet the demands of the F./'s (R lh3). 


(p 1 7 ofU5 , Hatakaya ma^C ase No. 203) 
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H ? did not remember what portion of requisitions for medicine was 
filled each month* He ordered that badges be placed on FA's who were weak so 
that they could receive spediai care (R 15U). 

When he Visited workshops in FIs camps, he did not see any evidence 
of withholding medicine and medical attention, but when he visited Murroran Camp 
for the first.time, Ma jor hurray told him that medical supplies were not given 
plentifully. Also Major Murray complained of other matters. As a result of his 
visit to Murroran, he- ordered that medicines be distributed according to'his new 
orders and that.the key should not be held by the medical orderlies after roll 
call,(R 155). He heard from Major Murray, and also from Captain Hirate, Branoh 
Commandant under Colonel Hatakayama, that Japanese orderlies had supreme authority 
as regards treatment and issuance of medicine to sick FI's. He found this to be 
true (R 155).', He told Lieutenant Shiba if PW doctors state that men are not able 
to go to work agree entirely with them. As a result of his new system he was | 

criticized by the work leaders, the MP commander, staff officers and others in .1 

the Northern;Army Headquarters for his good treatment of FW's. (R 159). He told 
Lieutenant Hirate and Lieutenant Shiba that in order to save their face they'could ./] 

act as if they- had authority in medical matters, -but never go contrary to the 
opinions expressed by the PWp.(R l 6 l), The FVJ doctor wo,ld decide whether sick 
prisoners-should or should not be sent to work. If that is the PW doctor's deci¬ 
sion, they must-be allowed to remain in camp (R l 6 l)-. He advised them never to 
■go contrary to the RV doctor's opinion unless it.was a special case, and’ in those 
special cases there, might be a change after Lieutenant Shi-ba had'-.reported the 
situation to him (R l 6 l) . -He.stated that company• cfoctdrs. -administered to the 
.medical needs . osi^FW-'.s at Murroran.; Camp (E 163)*- The company doctor-made "several 
. appearances-'at , .this camp. but they could 7 not be. relied upon "(R I 63 ). . He did not 
regjpaber 'any.exact time 'that company doctors* camq'to'Murrdran.camp (R.I 63 X.-''He 
didPhot plafcb. any- reliance upon ‘Japanese, civiiiafl ^doctors.

--Before his arrival many PWs^died, and it was necessary to alleviate'Seaths, '•■Hf'*' 

„ saw that he could not rel^ upon the opinion of the Branch Commandant or medical..- 1 * 
orderlies who know nothing'about medjcal affairs, so he told .them t^ adopt the 
opinion of experts (it 166). Formerly, Samp commandant .orderlies were deciding 1’ 

everything .and"-many died. His idea was to stress the number of*deaths and not ' 
regulations (R 166). He was acquainted with the ’regulation that stated that enemy . 
officers can only assist in medical affairs in a POW camp (R 168). 

As to Specification 2 : The accused caused illness and suffering to 
American and Allied FW's by; . • 

■ (1) Failing and neglecting to provide adequate quarters. The quartert 
at the Hakodate Main Camp consisted of wooden huts,--each of which housed 150 men 
(Ex. 5) 15 P 1)j 100 men (Ex. J)y 60 men .(Ex, 95)J 8 men to one room about ten 
feet square (Ex. ILI 4 . 8)5 6 men per room, R yards by 3 yards (Ex. 30)p 16 men 
to the bunk (Ex. 95) J each man had about 3 feet ..of space (Ex. 'J), ..Huts.mere. cwer- 
■ ■ crowded (Ex, 1-Aj l5 p 1)Whenever- it rained, which Vas frequent during the 
winter months, rain poured through the roofs of-the-huts and it was impossible to 
keep dry (Ex. 15, p 1), Pit's slept on straw mats, placed on the floor (Ex-. 5, 16, 
lli 8 )j-mats were placed against each other with no space between mats. Consequently 
men were sleeping in close proximity to each other (Ex. .16), Golds and.influenza 
were spread quickly (Ex, .1.6) » Living and sanitary conditions Yfere bad (Ex. 1 -Aj 
15, pi; 16). Lavatories in the hospital consisted of an open trench within the 
hospital building and as the weather was warm, flies yfere numerous and .abominable 
' and the stench was very'foul. The overflow from the lavatory trench at the hospital 
: was allowed to flow in an open drain through the camp (Ex. 1-A). Fleas and l-ice 
in the camp vrere almost unbearable (Ex. 16, 95). The.V/C was closed in next to the 
men's sleeping quarters (Ex, 16). Flies crowded around the lavatory (Ex. 16). 




The WC was of the d ry variety with no running water (Ex. 16). Lavatories con 3 - 
sisted of two earth closets (Ex. lU8). Sanitary conditions were fair from a 
Japanese standpoint (Ex. 5). Conditions in the Main Camp were fair (Ex. 55). 

Each FVY was issued five blankets (Ex. 5, l6)j three blankets, which were insuf¬ 
ficient (Ex. 1U8). Blankets were never cleaned.except upon arrival (Ex. 95). 

Almost every man in the camp suffered from scabies and all were verminous. 

Prisoners were emaciated from diarrhea and dysentery (Ex. 1-A). 

Colonel Emoto, a witness for the prosecution, stated that he was 
the high commandant of the Hakodate POW camps and succeeded Colonel Hatakayama 
as such high commandant (R 113, llU)-. He stated that Japan Was not in a position 
for the receipt of PW's (R 138), Houses were not built and the best buildings 
were not satisfactory (R 138). Despite 'the fact that his superiors had approved 
the buildings and/quarters facilities at all the camps-in the Hakodate Camp area, 
he thought their opinion as to -the adequacy ,of said buildings was mistaken (R lUl). 
Consequently, he iraproved all parts- of carap buildings by cutting windows to let 
in the sunshine (Ex. 162, p 1i|. R II 4 . 0 ) ; He repaired many rooms, of the prisoners ., 
in accordance iTith their wishes (Ex'. l62j p 1;) • : He improved many of the prisoners 1 
rooms against- cold (Ex. 162; p k )• - • 

(2) Failing and neglecting to provide American and Allied PWs heat. 
-There, were four stoves in one long, hut (Ex. 5)j there were- about three pr four 

stoves running’-through the middle of the camp (Ex. 16.) j one stove was allowed 
in the billet between'. 60 ; men, and very often it'was not "alight" (Ex,' 95) $ there ... 
wer-e only two stov^. in ..the camp,' these-.stoves jv'erefin a "&pa‘ce .of ahSut U' x 50 r 
and'it'was impossible for more than' 8 men-to feel the heat from each stove (Ex. ' - ^ 
Ill8)-V . There was’i'nsuffrcieht. fuel to Iceep the-place _prop.'e*sly heated. During ^. 
the sefiond winter, at Hakodate Camp,- the-Weather was^so severe and.the issue-.oif; coal

" - ” . "A Colopel'. Emoto, a- witness for the prosecution/' stated. ihat despite-* 
the: regulations he- issued fuel one month earlier thejn was required (R 128). It 
was.'his opinion that unless he used more coal than the coal ordered to be used, 
it was quite proper to :use special coal. His.principle was to go by the barometer, 
■not by regulations (R 129).' He kriew there was a shortage of fuel in Japan during 
the war-years but the quantity of fuel he used was what he could use. He thought 
he could regulate afterwards. He didn't use.coal when he thought it unnecessary. - 
On warm days, no coal was used (R 129)^ Tie regulations stated that only at a 
certain time will fuel be used and issued and. not at other times. It was his 

opinion that these regulations applied to Japanese soldiers. As to the FV«!s, he 

thought it best to use his own principles (R 129). He thought that using coa.1 

to keep PW's in good condition was such a trifling matter that he amended the regu¬ 

lations by his spirit (R 129) . As for the regulations pertaining, to-heat, he 
stated that it was necessary 'to be very carefiil. to use the regulations with the’ 
best, possible understanding® The War Ministry did not study minor, matters. They 
could not write down such regulations for such particular people in Hakodate as 
to when stoves should be used. He thought it all right to cut trees, use exces¬ 
sive' materials, and use that in place of coal, it was perfectly all right (R 130.; , 

(3) . Failing arid neglecting to provide for American and Allied FW's 
adequate clothing. The Hakodate Main Camp was very cold in the winter time (Ex, 5, 
23, 30, 119, llt-8), b1ien some of" the FW.'s arrived at Hakodate Camp, they were wear¬ 
ing shorts which they used, in Singapore ard Java (Ex, 5, 23, 30, 1U8). They were 
not provided with clothes and were made to work in shorts, no coats (Ex. 23). 
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Clothes were later issued and consisted of discarded Japanese clothes, which were 
infested with'lice and vermin (Ex. 16, 30). The clothes issue consisted of jacket, 
trousers and -shirt (Ex 16). The weather was freezing and men, besides being sick, 
had no shoes and very little outer clothing (Ex, 119). When their boots wore out, 
hey v/ere not issued others, but- instead were issued straw shoes which were useless 
because they fell apart when wet (Ex. 95). Men werlt down with pneumonia due to 
lack of clothing. (Ex. 6). 

Colonel Emoto, a witness for the prosecution,, stated that a great 
number of. R/'s reported to him that ‘they felt very cold in that part of Japan ~" 
because they had lived several years in such places as Singapore and. Java. They • 
were in need of shoes, overalls, shirts, drawers, gloves, coats, trousers, puttees, 
overcoats, socks, caps, etc., all of which he issued to them (Ex. 162, p 3). The 
pW's told him that under Hatakayama they received practically no issue of clothing ' 
,(Ex. 162, p 3). He further stated that upon his inspection of the- Rif's, he noticed 
whether or not shoes or clothing-were delivered to them according to regulations 
and after talking to them, he realized that there were many things that should 
have been given to them before his arrival and which could have'been done in 
accordance with regulations (R 171). Regarding his issuing to RJ's shoes, overalls, 
shirts, drawers, -teats, puttees, work caps, etc., he stated that these articles 
were in. the storehouse of the POW Camp when he came to the camp,. When he heard 
; . of the need of these things-from the PE's and knew they were in the storehouse, 
he ordered the finance officer to issue them immediately. The same procedure was 
done in the branch .camps (R 169). All the materials that he gave- the PIT's .came ' 
from the storehQUse 'which belonged- to -the P0W_ Gamp.' They-were' keeping many mate- ■... 
rials , and when fftr. heard 'about it : through* the ' cctoplaints of ^ the - RT's,*; he rang the' ' 

- . bell and telephoned the finance officer (R.JL.68:)., When materials "were not available

Table of Issue to FW T o-under POWyRegiMLal^pns (R 17k)« When questioned about the ^ 
regulation pertaining- tothe type of issue that should .fee^.jssueg to- PI 1 ?, he, stated : 

-that concerning-issues of everything, he had forgptten after a lapse" of time’, but . 

he knew at the time he was acting in accordance with the regulations. When RV 1 s- 
asked him to give, them rubber shoes or ordinary shoes, he saw the.documents neces¬ 
sary for him to see, studied the regulations and asked questions of the finance 
officer and after finding out it was all right to issue them, he, issued, but now 
he has forgotten the details (R 17k). He stated that the RV 1 s he supplied shoes, 
to were using Japanese tabis, that is sj3.it-toed shoes, they called them, PW's were 
wearing many kinds of shoes; Japanese-style clogs made in Hokkaido and. split-toed 
shoes, but in Hokkaido the snow was very deep, and anyone who did not have leather 
shoes or boots was in great trouble. He stated that the issuance of the split- 
toed shoes was.permitted by.regulations, but in Hakodate H/'s were suffering from 
colds .and might contract pneumonia (R 17k). He -stated e that as,to-regulations, 
they should not be adhered' to too much and the application depends upon the human 
factor. It is necessary to read between the lines. Regulations must be interpreted- 
in the real spirit, which can be understood after reading them carefully. The 
reason so many high commandants have so-many failures and mistakes-is that they 
went in accordance with the written words.. He stated that he read between the lines 
especially as to Japanese regulations because they were far.from satisfactory and 
very imperfect. All.high commandants should have taken every possible responsi¬ 
bility to exterminate death (R 176). 
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r (U) Failing and neglecting to provide American and Allied FT's with 
adequate fodd. Food in the Hakodate Main Camp was very poor and consisted of a 
small quantity of rice, served three times daily. , The rice was occasionally 
mixed with potatoes (Ex. 1—A). They were fed on rice and soup three times daily. 

It' was very inferior to Javanese rice and the quantity was insufficient.." At first, 
Piii's received about liOO grams of cooked rice‘daily, but as time passed .'they were 
only getting about 200 grams. During the season, they would get a few.rotten, 
potatoes, a little cabbage, some fish, and a small' quantity of salt was given dur¬ 
ing the last two years of imprisonment (Ex. 7)- There was very little food other _ 
than a, little rice and fish and occasionally vegetables when they were in season 
(Ex 15, p 1) » Pood was unpalatable at all times, and there was very little of it, 

• Food consisted of yellowish-brown rice which had grit mixed in it and soup which 
was mostly water with'a few vegetables (Ex. 16). FW's were getting moldy rice to 
eat (Ex. 23). FsY's were given, very little food, and. if they managed to get a 
little extra, they were beaten by the. guards-. FA's took fish heads'from the 
garbage cans and roasted them in the fire and ate them. Many times, men attempted 
to trade articles of clothing for food. ■ Food .supplies were very poor, consisted 
of three meals per day of rice and boiled vegetables, A fish head was supplied, 
once a week for lunch (Ex.-95). Dr. Aona refused id allow PIT's to."prepare their 
food in a sanitary manner',; There'Was not .enough Water allowed to clean the food 
and he (Aona) would withhold the food until it spoiled before issuing it to the- 
; PW s. When a stray dog' or cat : appeared,- he' would order -it caught -and killed and 
serve it in the. stew for the prisoners (Ex. 119). Food was rery poor. .PW's were., 
given a cupful of soup and'about one-half pint* of-rise three: time s'-a day (Ex ; . 3li8). 
At the time I was living in the .'.'hospital at the -main camp, food wag* not too tad \ •: 
(Ex. 82). Bftgjwife emaciated front starvation (EX. 1-A). Man wejtit down" with . :

In his intervievrs Tfith fiv'a, they told him that , 
all during the period thaf they were under Hatakayama, they were.constantly 
hungry. Pursuant to this information,*he,first increased l^ie food allowance 
by 100 grams of ..staple-food and later increased the food 'allowanoe another ,1(50 
grams, making it -a total of a 200-gram increase (Eft. 162, p 2). He had forgotten 
the ration that was given to Pv;'s under Colonel Hatakayama's command (R lEO) . He ' 
did. not remember whether the ration issued by Colonel Hatakayama was or was not 
, in the regulations* The only thing he was. interested in was that the PIT's said 
they. Were hungry and he tried to-increase the quantity of food (R l^O). In answer 
to- the question, 11 Did your investigation reveal that the ration of food approved ■ 
by Colonel Hatakayama was below the ration prescribed by the' P0W regulations'or 
was. it within the POYii regulations?", he stated that he did not pay.much attention 
to that matter because the RT's stated that they were hungry and could not work, 
so instead of, paying any attention to rations, he decided to increase the food 
for. health reasons (R lli7)« He was surprised at the question as it looked like 
there was an insinuation that he had to carry out."orders relative- to-food and - 
adhere to the regulations.- 'His idea; was different. His purpose was to meet the 
situation. Even though the quantity.of food (that is the minimum quantity): was 
certain grams, it was not sufficient ip his opinion. It was his opinion that the 
quantity must be changed according to the- situation. . Colonel Hatakayama might 
have been within the limit perhaps, but if the situation was to be met, his idea 
was not to feed the lowest quantity (R lh7). He did not remember' about any viola¬ 
tion of regulations by Colonel hatakayama (R llj.8). He was investigated by the 
Kempei Tai (R lU9)v He stated, he gave P l; 1 s food.beyond, the minimum quantity. In . 
answer to the.-question, "In other Words, you gave Fh's food beyond the regulations,'" 
he stated that he gave them food beyond the minimum quantity (R. 150). Even though 
it Was the policy of command that food would be. issued at. mipimum’ quantity, he ;. 

stated that he never paid any attention to minimum quantity, that the question with 
him was to increase the quantity. His.idea was improving the health and ib-do that 
he could not pay any. attention to the minimum quantity of food allowed (R 15>0). 
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As well as ,he remembered, the maximum amount of staple food allowed by the repu- 
1 ^ 1 ° ns wa s 400 gram® for the officers and 570 grams for FVJ's under WO, and in 
addition, the high command had the privilege of increasing as much as 220 grams. 
fhis maximum was later reduced'by the War Ministry (R 158),. Sometime in June or

ually m order to not further weaken the Fl, 's (R 136). The officer of the Finance 
Secuion of the Northern Army did not understand his method of complying with the 
order so he was criticized (R 136). He did not'think he was giving more food to"" 

Ph s than was being issued to Japanese gafrison soldiers. Based on his plan he 
issued food to the best of his possibilities. In view of the food shortage in 
Japan, many officers of the Northern Army said he was giving PVV's too much food. 

He knew this situation, but the Army authorities should' have changed the regula¬ 
tions. Sometimes he gave more food than was allowed by the regulations. 'Sometimes 
he gave less. He gave different quantities at different seasons of the year. He 
thought such a plan all right if the amount of food given'balanced with the regu- 
. lations at the end of the year - (R 136,). He could not see how the Army Finance 
Officer could criticize his plan without studying the matter. All the Finance 
Officer was thinking of-was the regulations-, in the Japanese Aimy, He thought 
greater consideration should have heen given to. the FWs (R 136 ). Japanese Army 
regulations -were not so good'as- they pertained to Pllf affairs". . The regulations • 
were written for Japanese soldiers who wore in training to acquaint them' with the 
hardships and privations, FW's were different,. . They were'not training but were 
used as workers and should be-given plenty''of.rest~and"food-within the limits of 
.possibilities, aft.. ' _ - - -£; : . * ' r 

'-.Colonel Eroo'to was caired' back as.a witness~~f 6 r ‘ the purpose of "further 
cross-examination by ^-b'he defense (R.3651, ,^ s±&i,ed that at. the- time 'hd*tqpk com--' 
jji.ajid.in March 1 - 944 ,. fie.-did not. iijiiSmber-liow many grama-of 'dfcaplo 'rice'^or-other, 
kinds-of«fSbd tHStp:wereJ^eh-tfuR-ts before hi'S ; -arrival, PIT's told him that ” 
they were hungry, .he'incre-asiid'-thc ration 100 grams.

He stated •tha€’ : 57i0 grams plus 220 grams, making a total of~ 790 “grams, was' the — 

maximum amount of rations allowed by' the regulations (R 367 ). He thought that 

after making, the increase in the rations, it was more than the maximum quantity 
that was allowed by the' regulations. He asked the Finance Officer about this and 
he said all right. PU r, s at Kamiiso were getting 100 grams more than other camps.* 

So only 100 grams were increased in that camp, but in other camps 200 grams were in, 
creased. He did not pay any attention to the quantity (R 368 ). He talked with 
the Finance Officer continually about improving the rations (R 368 ), If Lieutenant 
Takahashi stated that he only increased the ration 100 grams, he is stating an 
untruth (R 369). His principle Was to keep the Ftf'-s from dying and to satisfy them 
Quantity of food was:not an important matter. He was only interested in'whether 
or not the Pto r s were satisfied (R 370). -He thought by increasing jor decreasing 
food over a period of two .years to come.within the regulations was quite right. 

He believed that if he could giv*. a bigger' quantity of food for a certain length 
of time this year he could economize on food next year (R 370). Such a scheme is 
not written in Japanese imperfect regulations. It was his idea,' as far as regu¬ 
lations were concerned to read between the lines, especially when high commandants 
were ordered to command poor FVi's in such a difficult situation when Japan was 
very short of food supplies and when high ranking officers didn't possess knowledge 
of handling P¥is (R 370). His idea was to'satisfy the Ftf's even if he had to vio¬ 
late the regulations under certain circumstances.. He also felt that he should . 
carry out his duties as best he could and stay within the regulations, ' That -wafe 
the reason that he discussed these matters with his Finance Officer (R 371), He 
remembers that at the time he could not increase 220 grams and stay within the 
regulations, but could increase 200,grams. He believed that the total grams al¬ 
lowed -after his increase was about 5 grams less than the maximum allowed by the 
regulations.. However, he did not go by quantity (R 371), Lieutenant Takahashi's 
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statements as to the amount.he increased the rations was not the truth. There 
were hard workers and light workers, and it was very complicated to figure out 
how much ration.each should.he fed, '.and it was very easy to make a mistake. 

There was an average increase of 100 grams two times (R 372). He stated that 
it was possible that he took from those who didn't work-and gave to those who. 
did heavy work. Such was the question of arithmetic and the Finance Officer kept 
up with that (R 373)• He did not decrease any person's food-(R 373). When he 
took command he believed he issued clothing to a little more than 50 or 60 PW's 
as stated by lieutenant. Takahashi. . , % S- 

As to Specification- 3 : Colonel Hatakayama visited Canm Yakumo three 
tines, and visited Murroran about every two months. During these visits no one 
was allowed to approach him. On one. occasion he visited the camp with the Swedish 
Consul, bqt no. one .was allowed to talk with him or the Consul. There. Were some < 

glaring cases of death qf PW's due to ill-treatment and neglect (Ex. i-A). All 
beatings ceased after the departure of Colonel Hatakayama due to the strict orders 
issued by his successor, Colonel Emoto (Ex. 3 p.2; 6 p i; 8 p 4; 17 p 2* 2$ p 3),. 
Colo.nel Hatakayama never took any active part in'the mistreatment of PV«'s, but on. 
.many occasions stood by and watched while PR's were being severely beaten. He 
has been seen and heard to order his officers and guards to beat PW's (Ex Vp 3). 

The boating of. Sergeant Hall by guard Saito was reported to Colonel Hatakayama by. 
Major Andrews, - but no action was -taken. Colonel' Hatakayama .knew of the atrocities 
going on around, the caJnp, but he never did let any of the reports get to him'(Ex. 7 
p 4; 11) • Under Hatakayama. -the PW' s suffered many deprivations and^puch cruel 
treatment (Ex. 8 p ii). Colonel Hatakayama could not be” approached exqept through 
an interpreter; ■ thel^fore, there-was,.no way^qf tell-ihg how many, complaints-gdt -. •»' 
thrpugh to him. •' One morning-in March or April, 19h3, 'Colonel'"HatakSyama was stand- 

- ing ab.«*t*ten yards distant, 'from medical parades (vledical' bi^(irly Imai and a .guard

As to Specification b : Fhe accused aggravated the suffering and 
illness of American and Allied Prisoners of Aar by: failure to provide proper 
medical care and attention. Medical care and treatment in all the camps,, other than 
the main camp in which the affiants were imprisoned, was very bad (Ex. b, 9, 37, 

39, bO, b2, b7, 52, 5>3, 60,. 73, 8b, lib, 116, 12b, 130, 136, 137, lb6, l5b, 158). 

At Number 1 Detached Camp (Yakumo) from 16 June 19b3 to 25 October 19b3, there was 
no separate building or room for hospital cases* No medical supplies except those 
brought from Singapore^ No hospital appliances or utensils 3 uch as urine bottles 
or bed pans. Instead, of a Japanese doctor attached to the camp there was.only a 
medical orderly. Pneumonia .cases. Then required to use"the lavatory, had to be 
carried by their comrades out in the open air-to an outside latrine which was 
beside the cookhouse. Request was made of Lieutenant-Kudo for medical supplies - 
(sulpha pyridine) to treat FA Faunch who was suffering from cellulitis of the face. 
Kudo treated the request lightly and made a. mock of the prisoner's face. . Faunch 
died of septecemia the day the medicine arrived. Sick call was held outside in 
the cold after work hours. No dressings were supplied. Paper had to be used to 
cover men's sores.. Men had to:wash their utensils, as well as their face and hands, 
in the same tub of foul smelling water. Men were transferred to this camp upon 
the order of Colonel Hatakayama. He visited the camp three times and could not 
have failed to see the conditions. It was - obvious that no preparation had been 
made at this camp before the receipt of PW's. Many complaints were made to Camp

111;, 158). Sick FW's were forced to work, no consideration being"given to’their' 
illness (Ex* 1-A, U, lli, 22, 91, ? 6 , 112, 111)). PS's were suffering from diarrhea, 
dysentery, beri-beri, and malaria and receiyed.no treatment for these diseases

instead of consulting with the F.V doctor (Ex. 1-A, lU, hi, 112, 111;). Many men 
died of pneumonia because there was no medicine (Ex. 99). Teeth had to be extracted 
without antiseptics. Boils could only be treated by lancing, because of.lack of 
other equipment (Ex. 158). Pw Glover died for lack of hospitalization and for lack 
of instruments with,which to operate on him (Ex, 1—A)• Japanese medical orderlies 
took medical supplies out of the camp and sold or gave them to their friends (Ex. 

13E)• After the first one and one—half months at Murroran there was a separate 
sick ward, good accommodations possible to have patients treated and operated on 
in a Japanese hospital (jsx. 29). - , M ; ■■ 

Conditions at No. 1 Dispatch Camp (Kamiiso): There was no resident 
doctor at this camp (Ex.

, Many windows in the hut were.broken (Ex. 109). The walls of the huts were running 
with water. Insects of all sorts.abounded (Ex. 103). Ws had to sleep on straw 
mats on slightly raised platforms (Ex. 9, 103, 109). Each FW was given five blan¬ 
kets (Ex. 9)j four thin sheets of material to serve as blankets, which were vermin¬ 
ous (Ex. 103),- four thin sheets (Ex. 109). The barracks were over-crowded. Men 
slept so.close together that each man was in constant touch with his neighbor on 
either side (Ex. 103* 161)* Sanitary facilities were terrible and very primitive 
No running water was available (Ex. 9, ho, 103, 115). Four .buckets for one hundred 
and fifty men to wash in’ (Ex. 115). The only sanitation was provided by dry la- -- 
trines situated within about twenty feet of the sleeping huts. Flies made the 
latrines a breeding ground and could have caused a lot of dysentery (Ex. 103). 

General conditions were fair (Ex. 115)• Sanitary conditions were better at Kamiiso 
than at the main camp, . 

(2) Food: Food consisted of rice, a few vegetables and a little 
fish \Ex. 9, 1.09, 115)• Occasionally pumpkin (Ex. 115). Seaweed and rice and 
occasionally salted herring (Ex. 50). Pw's never had any meat, but bone soup was 
supplied (Ex. 115). Food was insufficient in quantity and sadly lacking in quality 
and variety. For breakfast P'.v's had a teacup full Of boiled rice and the same 
amount of.vegetable water with soy sauce. Lunch consisted of one and one-half 
cups|of rice with a piece of dried fish about the size of a match box. Dinner 
consisted of one aiid one—half cups of rice and a thick soup made from a local type■ 
horseradish (Ex. 103). For food.FW's got.about h5 grams of boiled rice per. day f 
and 7 a watery soup. On.one occasion three cabbages-were put'in the Water to make ' • 
soup, for 150 men.: Weak 1 :tea was servedv. Meat'was- supplied! once" a month'- as a soup*-. - 
a kettle and half flbr- 150'men (Ex. 161) . -• * •* * • • • -7 '

5:30 p.mland the fires were put out at 7:30 p.m. (Ex. 109). The huts were fairly 
well-off for heating (Ex. 50). 

Colonel Emoto, a witness for the prosecution, testified relative to 
quarters, heat, clothing and food at all the camps in the Hakodate area.' See his 
testimony relative to quarters.

. As to Specification 6 : The accused was charged with the unlawful 
disregard and failure to discharge his duty as high commandant of, the P 0 W camp in 
the Hakodate Area in that he failed to restrain members of his command and person# 
under his supervision and control by permitting them to commit acts, atrocities 
and other offenses against American and Allied FIVs" as hereinafter set forth in 
the sub-specifications. ‘ yA’ ■ r f'\ j. 


Complaints were made to the camp commandant, who was at the main 
camp. He- must have been aware of what was going on. Conditions improved after 
Colonel Emoto. arrived (Ex.' 9 p 2). Colonel Emoto stopped the beatings (Ex. lU 
P 33 P 2; iUi p l;) U7 p 33 50 P 2), 
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Colonel Emoto, a witness for the prosecution, stated that in the 
first group of prisoners he interviewed after taking command,, two NCO's from 
■Britain told him about the beatings (R 117) * Many R/'s told him that a great 
number of them had been beaten by Japanese (R 117); but they did not say anything ■ 
about the names of persons to whom' they spoke about such matters (R 117)» He 
advised Fff's in his interview with them not to speak ill concerning the conduct 
committed by Japanese personnelj that-his policy was to let bygones be bygones 
(R 119). Colonel Hatakayama used a petition book system to receivei complaints. 

The interpreter translated the reports, into'Japanese and brought the petition book - 
to Colonel Hatakayama* ■: No Rif's were allowed to. talk to him or meet him on any 
circumstances (R 120). He did hot know whether or not Colonel Hatakayama received 
information regarding beatings, because Colonel Hatakayama did not tell him of 
such (R 126). He stated that the question,"Do you think, in your opinion. Colonel 
Hatakayama knew about the beatings?" was very hard to answer, but he would 
state that in Japan people in general did not think beatings were bad, espedially 
members of the Array. If was his opinion that many prisoners of war high commandants 
who Had formerly been regimental officers in the army, failed entirely to under¬ 
stand that beatings were wrong. He couldn't say whether or not Colonel Hatakayama >' 
encouraged reports on such beatings or that he did not think beatings were wrong 
(R 153)« •

Sometime in November or December, at Murroran Branch Camp, Hirate 
slapped Rif Buckley several times while he was standing at attention in front of 
the guard room as punishment for hiving obtained' a tin of molasses. Captain 
Hirate, several- days later, slapped Buckley again when he was brought before him., 
to learn of the disposition.of his case for escaping from the guard room (Ex. 83 
p 1 and 2; Case Docket No. k; Hirate, Spec. 5; R 86, 88).

At medical parade he would allow, about one in 
ten sick Ftf»s to stay in camp; the rest he 'would, hit with a.stle#br smack them 
on the .jaw (Ex. It7)... In early 19U'3, a,t .lurroran, Araki,. together with other guards, 
beat PWs on sick parade who co'uldn't show.outward signs of fractures or terrible 
wounds (Ex. 75). Araki paraded the Sick and. struck them all (Ex. 108), On April' 

5, 19U3, Araki chased all of the sick PW's out.of the barfacks ; and beat them in 
the face rath rubber tubes. Ibis/he did to check the seriousness of their illness. 
Some of the sick could return _to .the.barracksj-othebs had to carry coal all day. 

A day previous, to this, Araki "beat ten"men out" of.the hospital because he thought 
there were too many patients... On /“April 25/’19.1+3, Araki made all the 'PW 1 s on sick 
parade stand outside because the mess tin of,one of the Japanese laborers in the 
camp was said to be stolen (Ex.- 156; 'Case Docket No. h5j Araki,- Spec. 3 , in support 
of the mistreatment'of numerous PW's not set'forth in the specifications).’

During the winter of 19b3 and 19itlt, at'-Kamiis o, Moriyama 
mistreated - and abused Alwyn H. Andrews.by beating him with a shovel, knocking, 
him to the ground and then kicking him* Moriyama beat up other men in the same 
way. Colonel Emoto stopped'the beatings upon his arrival (Ex, 19), Moriyama, 
at Kamiiso, mistreated and abused Rv*s Goff and Greenan by beating them with 
his fists and a broom handle (Ex. 13). In January or February 19lti, Moriyama 
mistreated and abused RV^s Hurst-and Dunn by striking them over their heads With 
a stick for having in their possession potatoes which they had stolen. Moriyama 
then, ordered Dunn and Hurst to fall out, and then proceeded-to strike Hurst 
about twenty times over thi head with a stick, then tripped him and Mien Hurst 
fell to the ground, Moriyama kicked him in the stomach and back. He then took; 
him into the cement factory office where he hit him across the face, with his 
hands.- Moriyama carried out the same treatment on*Dunn (Ex. 113). 

As to Specification- 6 l ; Not Guilty 

As to Specification 6 m ; Yoshiaki Kariya was a guard attached to the 
Hakodate POW Gamps from 1 February 19h3 to 3 May 19U3. Between 1 February and 3 
May 19kk, Kariya, at Murroran Camp, mistreated and abused FW’s Pellenceau, Bailey, 
Bolton, Dowsett, T, Kime, T. Owens, D, Smith, Fawcett, Adams, Tan Chew Oon, 

Crozier, Stacey, Welsh, A. Souter, L, B, Blasberry, J, Parry, T. Denny, J, C. 

Laird, J. Wv DeWilde, J, Muller, Jorgema, W. Altman, T..Beech, A. G. Davies, G. 

Swain and J. Kinner by beating and otherwise abusing them (Ex. 93, 102, 129, 139, 
lltO, 139j Case Docket No. 231, Yoshiaki Kariya; Kariya, Spec. 1-21, inclusive; 

R 9U-93)'. At Kamiiso, work officer Kudo abused PWs by making them double time 
until they fell out exhausted* He used petty reasons for beating PWs (Ex. It). 
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At Kamilso Camp/ interpreter Takeda beat PW's until they fell and then kicked 
them. Guards beat FW's constantly for trivial offenses (Ex. 21). At Camp Yakumo, 
beatings by the guards were a regularity (Ex. 2U). At Murroran, the beating of 
F¥'s by the guards was a daily occurrence (Ex. 33/U7, 1+8). At Kamiiso, Naomi ' 
beat FW's about the face with his fists for no apparent reason (Ex. 30). In 
November 19h3, guard Endo mistreated and abused RVAngell by indiscriminately beat¬ 
ing him on the head, arms and body with a hardwood stick because he (Angell) 
could not load his truck fast'enough (Ex, 62 / 63 ). Between October 2$, 19 h 3 
and January 19bb, at Murroran, Endo mistreated and abused FI* Evans by hitting him 
on the head and-causing a wound in the scalp (Ex. 63). In .April 19U3, at Murroran 
five or six guards beat a number of Dutchmen with leather belts until they were 
in.a state of collapse. They were, suspected of having broken’into the:canteen 
(Ex. 93)* At--Murroran, a guard..nicknamed "Popeye" beat FW : High- with a stick and 
his. fists because he was too weak to lift iron ingots int.o the railway cars (Ex, 
lll+)-V In January or February 19hii, at Kamiiso, a guard commander named Naomi . 
slapped PW»s Dunn.and Hurst for stealing potatoes (Ex, 11 $). ‘The latter part of 
November 191)3, a guard mistreated .and abused BY Knudsen by hitting him' in the face ' 
with his fists and knocking him down, ' When -Knudsen was unable to rise, the guard. • 
kicked him in the s tonach .for'about fifteen minutes. This same guard beat Knudsen

from the Japanese Military Academy in 1928). that he. attained-the "rank 'oft colonel; ' 
that in 19h2 and part 9f -191+3 he was a -colonel- on duty as a High Member of "the * 
Prisoner of War.Information:Bureau and was a High. Member 0 / the Administrative .. 
^fepartraerfitSlof Prigoher of bar -Affairs (-R 200)He 'stated that regulations gove-ph-"

^ commander, his duties were to .administer matters concerning FW's under the iulbs - 
^ . established by the War Minister,£.nd Northern Army commander”(R 200). The main 
camp 'commandant did not-have authority to make special rules with respect to FW ' 
labor (R 200). The army commander dotoraiifcd jthe facilities to„be jased by*TW's 
at particular -camps , ^.*lhe’ medical department of the Northern Mstrict Jirrfly de¬ 
termined the ^allotment of medical supplies to POW camps’. The Hakodate POW" camps 
were inspected: by. tlie Northein.Amy commander prior to Decenber 19)2, but he did 
not know whether the facilities in the camp were approved (R 201). As Well as 
he■remembered, the inspection by. the Northern Army Commander was prior to the ’ * 
time the FW's arrived at the Hakodate comp (R-201), He inspected the camps on 
the order of the Prisoner of ’War Administrative Department Chief and was accompanied 
on the inspection by a representative of the Northern District Army. His job in 
the Prisoner of War Information Bureau, was a High Member in the Administrative 
Department (R 202). His main job was as Liaison man regarding communications and 
relief, supplies (R 202). He had nothing to do with any supplies except relief 
1 supplies . He was a member of the .Prisoner of War Administrative Department and 
was ordered by the chief of that branch -to inspect the"Hakodate camps. The In- 
tendence Department of the Northern District Army, acting under order of the Anny 
Commander, was in charge of the food supplies for the POW camps (R 203). He did 
not know Colonel Hatakayama very well. He believed that the Hakodate POW camp 
was first opened around December 19l+2(R 20l+.)* • The duties of the high comma'Want 
of the Hakodate camp was to administer the -POW affairs under the orders of the 
War Ministry and the army commander (R 20$). The regulations governing the treat¬ 
ment - of FW’s did not include beating them. Colonel Hatakayama assumed command of 
the Hakodate Area Camps about December 19h2, but he did not know how long he re¬ 
mained because he left the Prisoner of par Information-Bureau in March 19h3. He 
stated that when he inspected the camps in 19i|2, he inspected Hakodate, Murroran 
and Kamiiso as prospective camps (R 20$). A camp commandant could not increase 
the food beyond the amount prescribed in regulations, even though in his opinion 
the amount of food allowed was insufficient (R 206),‘ In the Japanese Army it is 
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possible to propose a correction of -regulations to higher authority (R 206). 

He did not recall of having seen a proposal by Colonel Hatakayama to higher head¬ 
quarters to change the regulations regarding supply. As was the custom in the 
Japanese army,-orders are issued by higher-ups, and there are very few times that 
opinions of lower officers would be presented to higher authority (R 206-207). 
However, it was not prohibited (R 207).' The Xntehdence Department -of'the'War 
Ministry fixed the amount of staple food for ’one PW for one day... These regulations 
were ^established by persons within the War Ministry who had something to do with 
the j.ood situation. At the- time there was a general food shortage in Japan. The 
amount of'food given to the PW's was determined as an amount equal to that given 
to the Japanese. However, the actual amount was more than the Japanese ration, 
so there was quite a bit of criticism within the Diet. The amount was determined 
by regulations • as JjOO grams per PW and later it was decided that it was not enough, 
so the' ration was increased 200 grams per person according to the work they per¬ 
formed. 'Hiis_ration was more than'the Japanese soldier ration and resulted in a 
lot of criticism among the Japanese. Accordingly the increase was'cut down $0 
' or 100 grams, depending upon the type of work they.did (R 20?), He did not recall "' 
when, the ration was increased from- i'00 to 700 grams (R 207). It was "the usual 
custom of. the Japanese army to get by with just what they had. If the high com- • 
mandant wanted any repairs done to.the PI.' facilities, he had to first present a 
request to higher authority, and it was determined-by them whether any repairing 
should be done or improvements made'(R 208), - At the time the'Prisoner‘of War 
. Information '.Bureau vds established, the Minister of'War, -To jo, established a' % : - 
policy regarding the PW's.. “PH's were treated according _t<? this policy-and accord- • 
ing to regulations concerning the treatment.of PW's, ' The policy laid down-in- Tdjo-'s 
address-, was that prisp^rs’should be treated fairly^ however, they- should never be 
pampered. Prisoners ure- to'be'used §s workers’ih-accordanee with their health , V'*

As to repairs aiKTiinprovemenis- in* the camps, if^He repairing is 'of'-such a minor

rank of'Colonel (R 216) £j He was a senior member of the ViTar Ministry Prisoner of 
War Administration Bureau from March 1 9b3- to November 19A5 (R 216). He was familiar 
with the Prisoner of War Regulations handed down by the Minister of War, He was 
familiar with the army's jurisdiction over the Hakodate POW camps (R 217). The 
Northern District Army Commander had jurisdiction over these camps (R 217). The 
main camp commander of the Hakodate District Camp was subordinate to the Northern 
District Army (R ZL8). In addition, to the regulations promulgated by the Minister 
of War, the Northern District Army made regulations governing the administration 
of PW's at the Hakodate Camp ( R 218). The duty of the main camp commander of 
the Hakodate Camps was to enforce the regulations established on the War Minister - 
ahd.the regulations established by the Northern Army Commander.® The main camp 
commander of the Hakodate Area Camps had no authority to make special rules or 
regulations in connection with the places of labor or the labor hours of the PW's.- 
Nor did he have authority to change the facilities of the POW camps under his .com¬ 
mand, if such a change would involve expense and -labor (R 218), Authority and 
duties of medical officers are prescribed in the "Interior Duties Regulations" 
of the army (R 218). The main camp commander of the Hakodate Area Camps had no 
authority over the medical officers as pertains to medical matters, but did have 
authority over them as to their duties (R-218), The-main camp commander did not 
have ary - control over the medical office^ as regards specialized medical matters 
(R 219),. The medical officers assigned to the Hakodate Camp came under the direct 
command of the main camp commander' (R 219).. Around August 19U3, the' International 
Red Cross inspected the Hakodate Area Camps (R 219) .- A person by the name'of Pesta 
Rotti, who was the assistant representative of • the International Red Cross,. inspected 
the camps. He came to the Prisoner of War Information 1 Bureau and reported that 
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the camps: were generally in a satisfactory condition (R 219). PW's in the Hakodate 
Area Camps-were under the custody and control of the high commandant (R 219). 

It was the duty of the Hakodate Area Commander to protect FVVs under his custody 
and control from mistreatment (R 219-220)It was the duty of the Hakodate Area 
camp commander to see that prisoners under his; custody and control were fed, 
housed and clothed according to the regulations governing such matters (R 220). 

It was, the main camp commander's duty to maintain cleanliness within the camp, 
but as for ^repairing and making improvements on the installation, the camp command¬ 
er only had authority over small matters. If the repairs involved expense and ' _ 
labor, it was the responsibility of the .Northern Army (R 220). It was the duty of :. 
the Hakodate Area camp commander-to see that PIT's under his custody and control 
were treated by the doctor for illnesses (R 223)• The camp commander had the 
authority to set the time for si-ck call under regulations contained in the "Army 
Interior Duty Regulations" (R 223). If several doctors' were assigned to the 
Hakodate.Camp Area, the high- commandant determined to- which camps"they should. be 
assigned. (-R 225). He knew Colonel Hatakayama quite Well (R 225). He first saw 
him in November 19^3., at Hakodate and Murrorpn (R 225). He stated that when.he 
.visited the camps’ in November 29h3, he fsaw the working conditions of the P¥'s- at 
the Hakodate Dock, Marine and Land Transportation, Asano Cement.Corporation and 
Wanashi Iron works (R 225-227). Many,PW' s .;,were excused from working at these 
places because of .illness (it 227) • The second.’ time that he met Colonel Hatakayama 
was in December'19U3 at the Prisoner of War Information•Bureau (R 228).. - He did not 
recall whether there- was a Japanese medical officer at Murroran .Branch Camp, when 
he visited there in-November 19U3 (R 228 ). .The-area commander had the authority 
to keep sick B/'s from being sent to.work (u.229):.' He"did'not kfiew what method - •• r ~~

P0W camps consisted of tile main camp, the branch 
camp and the detached camp, and it was the duty of the main camp.commander to 
administer the. camps (R 233)• 


K iichiro Higuchi , a witness for the defense stated that he was the 
Commanding^General of the.Northern District Array from 1 August 19h2 to 31-October 
19U5 (R 23H). He held the rank of Lieutenant General (R 23h)♦ The Hakodate POW ' 
camps were under.the jurisdiction of the Northern District Army'(R 23^-235). He 
knew”Colonel Hatakayama well. Colonel Hatakayama was camp commandant of the 
Hakodate POW camps, but he did not remember the dates (R 235).- Colonel Hatakayama 
was a man of very few words. • He was faithful, to-higher authority and.was ‘a typical 
Japanese soldier. He was well-liked by his subordinates. In spite of not knowing 
any English, he acted as a father to the PW's and did his job very well. He car¬ 
ried out regulations very well'(R 235). Colonel Hatakayama was transferred from 
the Hakodate' camp’ on orders of the War Ministry because at’h.s age he would have 
to retire as a Colonel (R 235). As to violations of regulations occurring in a 
branch camp, the main responsibility would rest' on the branch camp commander, 
but since a branch camp commander is under the main camp commander, there would 
be some responsibility for such violations - on the main camp commander. - The degree 
of ; responsibility on the main camp- commander would- depehdupon how earnestly he 
instructed the branch camp commander (R 235)• If Colonel’Hatakayama had given 
earnest instructions and'orders to members of his branch caraps he vrould have ful¬ 
filled his responsibility 80 to 90%. However, the commander always has responsi¬ 
bility (R 235-236), If Colonel Hatakayama had no knowledge of violations of regu¬ 
lations,- there vrould be no direct responsibility oh his part (R 236 ). Colonel 
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Emoto succeeded,ColonelHatakayama as main camp commandant (R 236). Colonel 
Emoto Had contrasting characteristics from Colonel Hatakayama. Emoto was,a man 
of many words and very fluent in;.English., He was self-boasting and. selfl - 
advertising. He had a tendency to- ignore the orders of high authority and to 
ignore the regulations. His subordinates knew him well and did not love.him and 
did not respect him. Colonel.Emoto was relieved from his command pursuant to a 
request by the witness to the-War Ministry (R 237); He alone is responsible for 
having Colonel Emoto- relieved. The reason he recommended that Colonel Emoto be 
transferred was because his treatment of^W's was such that it brought criticism 
from outside of the camp, Emoto did not think of Japan as a whole and carried . 
out his good treatment of FW's outside of the camp. This was ;at a time when Japan 
was on the verge of losing the war and this type of action on his part would in¬ 
terfere with the cooperation between the army and the people. Many reports on 
his actions came from various directions--from the Soldiers. Affairs, department 
of the'Northern District Amy; from people in bureaus connected with ; Pit's and also 
from the Konpei Tai. Weighing these' reports, it was decided .that Colonel Emoto 
could not remain as a ROW camp 'commander.;-'-If" he-were left as commander, the army 
would be criticized and separation ..of the" army..and people would be-.inevitable- 
(R 237 )« Colonel Hatakayama'served under him as Regimental-District Commander of 
the 8 th Division in 191+2 (R 238)1 He knew him four months as a Regimental District 
Commander)and-a year and a few months' as' the main camp commander.-? (R ’238). He did. 

• not say .that Emoto -violated orders but would say there was; a tendency on his part 
to violate the regulations (R 239)« ' Ho did not believe that, sick POW's were sent 
to T/york*. So . far as the-branch camps were concerned it^is within the'disr ectiori , 
of -the branch camp uppnander. whether or 'not sick'FJ's werersent’tc TOrk, and as’to. -.

did not know. that^Pitf's were confined in solitary confinement because they Had 
stolen minor foodstuffs (R 21+3) • He made inspection* tours of these camps (R 2l+3) • 

He was aware that FW's had to be treated humanely and that their health and welfare 
had to be protected, but there was a limit to this because of the conditions exist¬ 
ing in Japan at the time (R 21+1+)»' His headquarters received reports about the 
gross illness in the POW camps and he feared that there might be something wrong 
in the camps, so. in January 191+3, he Trent to the area on an inspection tour (R 2 l+i+). 
Upon his inspection of the camps he was surprised that the PL's were in such a 
bad state of.health. He tried to discover the cause of this and ordered;the medical 
department to do everything they could to improve their state of health. He also 
told Colonel Hatakayama to take ,proper action so that their health could be-.im¬ 
proved (R 21+1+). Ho discovered'that the main, cause of prisoners' -sickness and death 
was that the FW's came from the south in an unhealthy condition and were suffering 
from malnutrition. The cure for malnutrition-was not-very well-known at that, 
time. Once a.person suffers from malnutrition it is very difficult to regain his 
health, and the .Japanese were. not aware of the treatment of such sickness, (R 2i+l+). 
Before his visit he thought that Colonel Hatakayama reported the health of the FW's 
in his monthly report (R 2l+5)• During his inspection tour of the camp be noticed 
that the heating system in the camp was bad so he gave instructions to improve that. 
At the time of his' inspection the PIT's were eating rice as their staple food. The 
Pit's, not accustomed to eating rice, swallowed it without chewing it so that the 
more- they ate the more they ruined their health,. He advised Hatakayama to obtain 
wheat instead of rice and to give the FA's bread. Hatakayama. followed his in¬ 
structions very well. At the time of his- inspection Hatakayama was gradually 
improving the conditions of the camp. As a result of changing over from rice to 
bread the-weight of the PW’s gradually increased (R 2hS) . During his inspection 
of the camps he talked to a Dutch Lieutenant in German who told him briefly of 
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conditions in general in the camp (R 2U6). He did' not talk with the PW Major 
who was a physician but he did have with him a.medical officer of his staff (R 2U6). 
During his inspection he did not hear that the Japanese doctor, Shiba, Was a regu- ' 
lar drunk and did not do his duty, nor did he hear that sick P*7's were sent to 
work or that they were very frequently mistreated (R'2lt7). If such conditions 
existed it was • the duty of the camp commandant to 'straighten them out and ’in’ event 
the camp commandant didn't do it, it was his duty to reprimand or remove the camp 
commandant (R 2U7-2U8). It is the camp commander's responsibility to check on 
his subordinates 'and make frequent inspections to see that his orders are carried 
. out (R 2U8). He had no knowledge of the mistreatment of the PW's by the Japanese 
medical officer, Captain Aorta. Transfers of junior officers under his command - 
were not brought to his attention* Had the. camp commandant been transferred he ; 
would probably have known about it (R "2li8). At the time of the receipt of Pi's, 
his command was not able to give enough clothing to the Japanese soldiers, so 
consequently the clothing issued to the PW's was insufficient (R 2R8), Not only 
was the clothing insufficient, but it was too small for the PW's (R 2l+8), His 
command was not able to furnish stifficient medical^suppliesj however he was not 
acquainted with the details of this (R 2k9) ." It was his opinion that the catop • 
commandant did everything he could to increase the clothing (R 2i;9)* As to how , 
often a main .oamp.commander should,-inspect his branch camps, that'was a matter 
that should be left up.to the main camp commander,, based on how well he knew his 
branch commanders and how much confidence he Rad in their loyalty (R 250). He. 
visited the camps one time when Colonel Emoto. was In command (R 253)'« '-He did not 
notice much change in the-condition-of the camp whe'n he made his* inspection than n

He investigated ..the reason for thc_large number of deaths (R 26l)» Upon his in¬ 
vestigation he found that most of the PW's died after they arrived at Hakodate aqd 
Murroran camps. They died of acute enteritis. The cause of this disease was due 
to their weakened condition enroute from the south (R 262). As a result of his 
investigation he was of the opinion that most of the deaths were due to their 
weakened, condition upon their arrival from the south and there was very little 
responsibility on Colonel Hatakayama for this condition (R 263 ). He was of the. 
opinion that during -the year 19li3 the supply of medicine was insufficient compared 
with the.number of patients to be treated (R 263). It-.was his opinion that the 
insufficiency of medicine during the year 19U2 and 1 9h3 was due to the fact that 
Japanese troops were sent to the Aleutian and Kurile islands and much of the army's 
medical supply was sent with them. Consequently the interior of Hokkaido suffered 
for the lack of medicine. This shortage applied to the Japanese troops within 
Hokkaido also. The main reason for the shortage was the delay of the supplies 
coming from the ’War Ministry (R 263). During the year l9h3, Colonel Hatakayama 
made several requests for additional medical supplies (R 263). He knew of the 
medical facilities constructed at the Hakodate Camp (R 26R). At first there were 
no facilities for hospitalization. However, about the -first part of 19U3 improve¬ 
ments were begun and by the summer of 19it3 there were facilities and medicines 
- where the patients could be hospitalized (R 265). These improvements in hospital 
facilities were made as a result of efforts put forth by the main camp commander 
and the medical officer (R 265). The hospital facilities were installed because 
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Colonel- Hatakayama requested the'approval of the'Northern" District Army for their 
installation (R 265 - He knew Colonel Hatakayama and recalls that he first met 
him on the 23rd dr-21*th of December 19h2 at headquarters in Sapporo and talked to ' 

him at that time (R 265/s He talked to him about the Hakodate Camps because they 
were under the jurisdiction of the Northern District Army of which he was a member ' 

(R 266)• The reports of death in the Hakodate Camps were reported immediately by' 
death certificates (R 266). His headquarters was concerned about deaths more than 
any other thing (R 266), He checked these reports every month (R 266). He in¬ 
vestigated the deaths in the camp with Dr, Aona. They investigated the acute en¬ 
teritis, acute colitis and discussed whether or not the two wer^dysenteries h- 
(R 267). On the occasion of his inspection in the camp, he accompanied the North-* 
ern Army District Commander and at that time inspection whs made as to the general 
health condition of the camp.(R 267). At the time of his inspection, sick PW's f 
were remaining in camp (R 267) • 'At the time of his_investigation he checked what;' 
sort of treatment- Aona was- giving to Pn/s stricken with colitis and amoebic clyson— 
tery -(R 267) . He'was of-the opinion that ho was giving sufficient treatment to ■ - 
the : *s (R 267), However, .there was not sufficient medicine to treat all the 

patients (R 267). At the lime of. his inspection he was mainly concerned with the' 
health condition and method of treatment ..of FA< s. ' As regards the quantity of medi¬ 
cine and the method of storage that was chocked by the pharmacist officer (R 269). 

■ Fit's suffering from dysentery and colitis were given a laxative. Too, some medi¬ 
cine was given to stop diarrhea and also injections of .glucose and salt Water were - 
given. At the time medicine was so insufficient that the aforementioned treatment'' 
was all that could be done (h.2o9). To alleviate t^e shortage Of-medicine they got 
all they could .from";the Hakodate hospital. ' That was insufficient^. Sapporo*' 

. hospital wash requited to supply-medi cine*but - they were'unable to^ do -so; . so;a re-' -'

He 'inspected the camps several times after his initial *• 
inspection but did not regjpmben. the date (R 276). bn-the occasion of liis visits?'^ 
to the-camp he brief ly examined the general condition of the sick PW's who were,. ' 
resting in the sick room (R 277). As ^different death rates • ih'different months ■ 
in 19U3 he stated that'during the year of 19l{2 and during - the"'latter part of, 19h2 ' 

"and I 9 J 4.3 the FW'Js died as a result of acute colics-and dysentery, and the reason • -V. 
the death rate increased in May 19A3 was that toe F/iT-'s who came from the south were 
in a weakened condition and were -suffering from malnutrition. They could not 
regain their health and were dying. All sorts' of treatments were given, but it 
was impossible to help them regain their health. Few of the deaths were listed- 
as malnutrition (R 277), The reason for this was that malnutrition has. a tendency 
to become cronic and while suffering from malnutrition the PW's contracted other 
types of sickness which became the true cause of their death. Therefore the other 
type of sickness was listed as the cause of death in the death certificate (R 277), 


Masao Nei-, a witness for the defense, stated that he was a First 
Lieutenant in the' Pharmacist Corps in'the Japanese Army during) the,period 19hl 
to 19h0>. (R 278). He was the Pharmaceutical Officer of Hakodate army hospital from 
19A1 through April 19U3 (R 278).: As hospital Pharmaceutical Officer," his duty was 
to prepare and dispense medicine to the various units according to their requests 
(R 278), During the year 19l3, medical- supplies were-insufficient throughout the 
country. Supplies were not sufficient within the Northern District Army nor within 
the hospital itself (R 278). In the year 19U3, about half of the requisitions for 
medicines were filled (R 279). He personally knew that Colonel Hatakayama re¬ 
quested additional medicine from the director of the hospital and was given some 
although not a large amount (R 279). It was possible for the medical officers and 
medical orderlies in the camp to obtain the medicine from local stores (R 279)• The 
Natoem District .Amy was also supplying medicine for the POW camps (R 279). He went 
on a visiting tour of the POW camps, but he did not know, anything that was going 
on inside of them (R 280)* 
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frY ao Takehara , a witness for the defense, stated that he was assigned 
to the Northern-District Army in December 19 I 42 as a Sergeant Major in the Soldiers 
Affairs Department (R 281). In November 19h2 the Northern District Army received 
an order from the bar Ministry to accept 1000 FI's.- The FW’s were scheduled to* ■' 
arrive at Moji'in the middle part of November. They arrived the latter part of 
November. He arrived at Moji 'on the 12th or 13 th of November and waited:Until the 
Flff’s arrived. Upon the arrival of the FtT's many were sick and were suffering 
from malnutrition. Out of the 1000 which the Northern Army was supposed to re¬ 
ceive, 23 died enroute« Out of the remaining number, 17l|. Were, too sick to stand _- 

a long trip to Hakodate, so they were hospitalized in Kokura hospital. These 
were suffering 'from dysentery. Out of the remaining 801 EW's taken to Hakodate, 
many were suffering from malnutrition but were not sick to the extent that they « 
could.not stand the trip. They were-taken to Hokkaido. ; '200 were sent tC Kamiiso 
F0¥ qamp, 300 to MurrOran and 300 to Hakodate. A greater number of sick PW's were 
sent to Hakodate because there was a Japanese doctor there (It 282). Colonel — 

:Hatakayama arrived at the camp about.three weeks after the PW's did (R 282), Most 
of the l?ii that -were left at Kokura were suffering from a contagious disease. 

Many of those taken to Hakodate Were suffering from malnutrition but they did not 
have a contagious disease (R 283). Out of the 801 P’U's taken to Hakodate-there -Y 
were quite a few who could not work immediately upon their arrival (R 283). The 
medical: officer examined the FiV’s upon their arrival at Hakodate and put some of 
them to bed (R 28h).' _ ... 

, • Jiro Tendo ,- a witness for the defense,-stated_that he was a Firs'b- 
Lieutenant in the Japanese Army and'serVed at the.Hakodate-Main Camp' as Adjutant ' •. 

from 2h December.l?k^ to' 20 July '19kh (R 283-)-: He was present., at the. time Colonel 
Hatakayama instructed his .-subordinates in .the 'various camps-with: respect to their 
“(duties-^^83) ..('Colonel Ha-fekayama ins'tructed’his-subordinates that F^’s should ■-

"On. his tours of inspection h& instructed 'his subordinates about the purdshmefit '- 1 ' 
of FW’s (R.286). It was his Opinion that Colonel Hatakayama only had knowledge *' ^ i 
- Of two or three beatings (R 286); The two or -three instances that Colonel Hatalca- ~~ 

^ yama knew about he gave a .warning to the fergetrator (R 286) ,^He.did no? - know 
“ anything-about Colonel Hatakayama’s .answer to a complaint by-the/'FlT's that work*;*. \ 
in the iron mine was. of a hazardous nature and an essential war industry (R 286 ).' 

He did remember many requests of F¥'s that Colonel Hatakayama granted, such as 
the use of musical instruments, use of the-phonograph, use of the playground; 
permission for the .FW's to buy food on the outside; preparation of special food 
for officers (R 288) , He knew of one occasion Where Major Andrews reported to * 
him that Japanese personnel were mistreating the Ft's. He relayed the message to 
the camp commandant- who gathered all the personnel, under him and gave them a warn- 
ingi -. He issued the same warning, to the branch camps and the detached camp through 
a written message (R 288). He believes that the reason that the perpetrators were 
not punished was that Major Andrews did not go into detail as to the beatings nor 

did he give the names of the PiY’js involved. He believed that the reason that 

Major Andrews didn’t go into detail was that usually FIT'S were beaten because they 
had violated a regulation and he did not want to make a statement about that 
because in eVent he had both the Japanese personnel and the PW's would have been 
punished (R 288). It did not make any difference to Colonel Hatakayama whether 
the requests were verbal or in writing.- If it was possible he accepted or approved, 

the request (R 289)• He did not recall any request from the PW»s to increase the 

food, except the request for die PL's to purchase food'outside (R 289 ). He did 
remember once or twice requests were made to provide more clothing (R 289). Usually 
the: request for food, clothing, etc, went to the person who was in charge of the 
respective department and from him to the camp commander (R. 289). The FW’s were 

ordered to send their requests through an interpreter (R 289).. He did not receive' 

any report that the interpreter did not properly bring forward the requests (R 289 ). 

' Complaints were made through a complaint book, and if the camp commander did not 
receive the complaint, it would be revealed when'the books were inspected at the 
end of the month (R 289).- The complaint book was' held J 'in the room of the inter-, 

prefer and a senior F U officer always had access to that room (R 289). The com¬ 
plaints were always written'in the.' book by the senior'W officer in English, and 4 
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the translation was written below the request. The answer to that- complaint • 
was also written (R 290), There were times when Colonel Hatakayama wrote the 
answers himself, but usually the officer in charge would do the: answering, that 
is in the main camp.. In the branch camp, if the request was such that it required 
an urgent response, it was sent to the .main camp. However, if it involved ques— 
tions that the brancn camp commander could solve he usually did the answering. 

• Complaints in the branch camps and the detached camp were gathered at the end of 
the month and were sent to the main camp (R 290). Colonel Hatakayama read the 
complaint book regularly (R 290 ); and road the complaints submitted from the branch 
camps and the detached camp at the end of the month (R 290), He was' adjutant for 
about five months under Colonel Emoto (ft 290). The condition of-tthe camp at the - \ 
very beginning was very bad because oi many disadvantages. Colonel Hatakayama 
wa s continually improving the camp. Colonel Emoto merely took it over and continued 
■that improvement. There was np special improvement- after Emoto took command 
(ft '290). He did not remember any/occasion when rations could be'increased from v 
500 to 720 grams -(R 291)'.' He was acquainted with the rules and regulations per¬ 
taining to rationing^ 291).. According, to'tiio regulations £70 grams was the basic 
ration for PVg.' 3 . This ration could be-increased 220 grams depending upon the health 
of the Hi's and the type of work that they were engaged in. This was determined ; ; 

by comparing it with the type- of work the Japanese -were doing. For officers or 

civilians who were getting the ■ officer treatment the basic ration was I 4.20 grams, ■ 

Any increase in the £70 gram basic ration was dependent upon the. type of Work that'- 
the M's were engaged in. Also the amount of food .the Japanese in that area, doing 
the same type of work, wore receiving (R 291), He did not know the whole food • 

problem, but knew that they were getting morepthan £70 grams, because.those who. • " 

were going to; wof»-were getting food from ‘the- company ■ as a -rtsult -of Coionel *' ; 

. -Hatakayama's 'efforts.(R.291). -It was due to•Colonel .Hatakayama's .efforts that 
v an-aAditionaimeai Was given.-to the'M's ^by the- cgjipany-js they worked for'{R 291). 't • 
•He heard about- the •increase ,o£ staple- food i»tToifs 'fey*CeionelL'Hatakayama fR 291).' . *

■ Seki - Ohubo, . a jitness for the defense, s tated that from 1940 to 
■April 1943 he was.with th£ Wanishi- Ironworks at Murroran as chief. of r ihe labor "" 
department (R 292). 'Hp knew Colonel Hfeta^ayama, and sometime :during the .garly 
,part-of 1943 he Ifed-a'-eonversation with him concerning-the treatment of M'-s-while- — 
employed by his company (R 292), At the time Coloftel' Hatakayama stated that the 
■ FW's working, for-his company must be treated .fairly (ft 292 ). He requested the 
company to assist him regarding food for the M's; also in building barracks (R 292), 

He also requested more clothing for the M's, and based upon this request, the 
company gave' him clothing (R 292). He stated that he was not familiar with the 
terms of the contract between his company and the War Ministry for the employment 
of FW labor (R 293). He did not know the exact terms of the contract, but it was 
his opinion that the company was not obligated to furnish anything (R 293). The 
requests from Colonel Hatakayama was to supply P0¥ camps with supplementary food 
(R 294:) . However, he did not remember the amount (R 294). There were several 
requests of this, sort and sometimes the company granted the, requests and other 
times refused (R 294-29£). His company did comply-with»the request to furnish 
clothes for the Pi's. Colonel Hatakayama made requests on the company to furnish 
material to improve the barracks. As well as he remembered his conversation rela¬ 
tive to these requests took place in early 1943 (R 29 £),. 

Tamaji Suzuki , a witness for the defense, stated that from January 
1941 to January 19R6, he was chief of the labor department of the Japanese- Iron¬ 
works at Kamiiso (R 299). He was acquainted with his. company's request for PW 
labor (R 299). His company requested £00 PiT's and was sent*200 at first and - in 
May 194£ received 200 more, making a total of 400. As well as he remembered, the 
first shipment of Pi/v's was received 17 November 1943 (R 299). His company was re¬ 
quested to provide the Pit's with living quarters and quilts; others were to be 
provided by the army (R 299)• Medicine was supposed to have been supplied by the 
army; however, it was requested that his company supply additonal medicine. They 
complied with this request (R 299). Some of the requests for medicine were made 
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by the main gamp commandant and others by the branch camp commandant (R 299). 

The main camp commandant who made the requests for medicine was former Colonel 
Hatakayama and the branch camp- commandant who made the requests was Second Lieuten¬ 
ant Naganuma (R 300). Around the. 21st of December 19U3, when Colonel Hatakayama ; 
made his first inspection of the camp, after the RV's were sent there, he requested 
materials to patch the barracks and for ceiling the barracks in order to keep 
the rooms warm, because some of the PW’s had contracted acute pneumonia and were 
in a bad state of health (R 300). The company did all they could to comply with 
the requests by Colonel Hatakayama, .However, at the time there was a shortage of 
material and the company did as much as they could (R 300). Around 21 December 
19h3, Colonel Hatakayama gathered all the civilian guards and work instructors of • 
the company and; gave instructions regarding treatment of RV's (R 300). He knew, 
that Colonel Emoto succeeded Colonel Hatakayama (R 302). 'His company built the 
barracks which housed the PL's'(R 303 )* And. the responsibility of repairing them 
was upon the company (R 30li). One barracks was turned over to the army, ’therefore 
whenever there was a request for its repair it was repaired by the company. He 
did not know whose responsibility- it was to furnish heat, but shoes were supposed 
to be- furnished by the army. However the company was assisting (R 30h). The 
reason for.the company assisting in matters of. supply was in order to keep the RV's 
in good health and to reduce the number of sick RV's as much as possible (R 30U). 

He did not know whether or not Colonel Hatakayama could have ordered the beating 
of PvV's stopped or else PW's Would not be allowed to work for-the‘factories (R 30I4 ), 
He thought that BT's came to his company directly f rom the south (ii. 305). - .. 


. Kan . Bjfcji , a witness for the ..defehsey stated* that from February 19UI- __ 
to.May 19h3 he-' whs : head*;, of -the, labor department of the Hakodate pSck Company,.^ 
*Limi.te(i-i(R 307).. Under'the : terms of-the'-contract for working' PW-'s between -the"'

.. of- PW'.s'; It was requested by Gblonel Hatakayama 'that'* the treatment room in the " 
company be enlarged so thafSick and. injured PW's could be treated (R 308).. He 
also requested that "due to language barriers between the Ja^aneseTarid IWs that • 
the company hire a#i interpreter. Although!*other workers in the'ccgppany ditl not - 
have a rest day, ISolonel Hatakayama requested that the-PW's be given one day a 
week for rest (R 3*08). The treatment room referred to was not only used by BV's 
but by all company employees. ■. This room was used in emergencies (R 308). Before 
the emergency room was.enlarged, they had one senior doctor, two medical orderlies 
and one-nurse. After'it was enlarged, there were two. senior doctors, three medical 
orderlies and two nurses. Medicines were also increased accordingly. (R 308). 

The emregency room was not meant for hospitalization of patients but for their ■ 
treatment during an emergency (R 308), The room was used exclusively for, medical 
purposes (R 308), In his opinion the real reason for enlarging the treatment' room 
was that BV's might become suddenly ill or involved in- accidents and the company 
wanted to be in a position to treat them immediately {R 309). He saw Colonel Hata¬ 
kayama visiting the worksite at least 12 or 13 times. (E 310). He.recalled an' 
incident in February 19k3 where a PE was injured on the head While scraping boat 
keels (R 310)'. He did not remember the incident himself as it was only reported , 
to him. He did remember, however, that a temporary treatment was given to the ■ 

RT at that time (R 310). He did not know whether or not the injured RV. waited • 
two hours in the RV mess room at his dock until he tvas taken back on a sledge to 
the main camp (R 311). He did not know that the RV died (R 311). He did not ' 
receive any written report concerning the incident. He heard about it from a 
member of the labor section (R 311)• The first time 0 o ionel Hatakayama visited 
the;camp, a member of the company accompanied him, but after that he wgnt around 
by himself as he knew, the way around (R 311). Reports of accidents on the work- ' 
site were supposed to have been reported to him (R 311). 
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Yoshio Nakajima , a witness for the-defense, stated that he was a 
Sergeant in the Japanese Army, assigned to the Hakodate Main Camp in the latter 
part of December 191+2 (R 311). He reported to Colonel Hatakayama (R 311). 

Colonel Hatakayama instructed him regarding the treatment of PW's (R 312),* He 
was.at Hakodate from December 191+2 to February 191+3. Colonel Hatakayama gave 
similar' instructions to the guards and to the employers of the company for which 
the PW's-worked (R 312). Colonel Emoto also gave orders as to the treatment of 
PW's (R 313). There were no differences between the orders of Colonel Hatakayama 
on this subject and those of Colonel Emoto (ft 313)• Colonel Emoto's orders were 
a little bit more explicit than Colonel Hatakayaipa's,. as to what punishment he 
would mete out if his‘orders were violated (R 313). He did not feel that there " ' 
was less mistreatment of PW's under Emoto than under Hatakayama'(R 313), His 
job was working inside, consequently- he was not in a position to witness’any mis- 
treatments (R 315) * He did not., know whether-Colonel Hatakayama had ever repri- 
mandeql any of the camp personnel'f'or mistreating the PW's (R 3l3). He heard "that 
civilian employee named Miumi was scolded for mistreating the PW's (R 313). 

Zenzo Kono, a witness.-for the defense, stated that he was a member 
of the Japanese armed forces.during the latter part -of the war and served at 
Hakodate Main POW Gamp from l February-I 9 I+I+ until the end of the war (R 318), 

When he reported, he reported to Gamp.Commandant Hatakayama (R 318 ), He in¬ 
structed him as to the treatment of Pi's (R 318).. He was a commandant of the 
detached camp from 1 February 19J+1+ until about the middle or latter part of April 
the same year (ft 319). - This was the No. 1 Detached Camp (R 319). When he as-:, 
sumed command of the dispatch camp he'gathered* the Pdfs' together’and-related the 
instructions given him by 1 Hatakayama. He-also related the- instructions'to” his " 
subordinates._ These. instructions ! .were. in_ regard* to the ^treatment ol^PW's’--. (R 319j, 



He inspegted^the 'woricsite of,tlxe"FW'-ir (R.J20). He cautioned- those in authority 
. no i. to let the F.V's work-in-'certain-places bfcause of the dangerous nature^-of the 
'work (ft 320), There were 130 FlIPs at the detached camp^ (R 320). When he^rrst- ■ 
assumed command the accommodations, .were a little crowdedr However, Colonel Hata- " 
kayama had already requested-tl+at the facilities be increased and the request was 
completed while his successor .Captain Teado jsras in command (R b 320)1‘ He r "did not 
remember the exact date -that the facilities were enlarged because hq had returifed 
to the main camp. '‘‘He did remember that i't was during^ the time’"that Captain Tendo ' 
was in command. Colonel Hatakayama requested .the company to install a filtering 
system so that PW's could have adequate drinking water. This was done after the . 
affiant assumed command. Colonel Hatakayama also requested that a latrine be 
placed closer to-the worksite for use by the PW's (R 320), At. the detached camp 
the facilities and food were to be furnished by the company. As conditions on the 
front got worse the food given to the PW's got worse compared, to the food that was 
being consumed by the Japanese army. Hatakayama thought the food situation would 
be a detriment to the health of the PW's if left in the hands of the company so 
he requested that feeding of PW's be turned back to the army. This was realized in 
April 191+!+' (R 320), He served as dispatch camp commander under Colonel Hatakayama 
for approximately one month (R 322). And was succeeded by Lt. Nagqnuma (R -322) . 

It was his opinion that Captain Tendo took charge of the camp in May or June 191+1+ 

(R 322). Tendo remained in charge of the camp until the early part of June 191+3 
(R 323)• Negotiations for enlargement of facilities was started before he com¬ 
manded the camp and the enlargement of facilities was completed during the command 
of Captain Tendo. He did not know the exact date of the completion of the en¬ 
largement of the facilities ( R 323). The buildings were erected-during the com¬ 
mand of Colonel Emoto, but negotiation for their erection was done by Colonel 
Hatakayama,(ft 32l+), He was present at the time Hatakayama talked to the chief 
of the factory regarding these improvements. He wanted; to know what the company 
was going to do about his request and was told by the chief of the factory that 
they had taken the matter up with the home office in an effort to get an expense 
allowance to improve the facilities (R 32l+). He knew that the construction of 
these buildings Commenced during Tendo's.time because Captain Tendo told him (R 329)* 
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Colonel Emoto also made attempts' to g et' the p.uildings constructed. Colonel Emoto 
used the same procedure in. getting the construction as Hatakayama (R 330 ). The 
first negotiation with the company was made, by Hatakayama before the affiant 
assumed command (R 330), ’Then the affiant assumed command. Colonel Hatakayama 
told him that negotiatioTBwith the company had"been-started and for him to continue 
the negotiations as detached camp- commander- (R..330). Adequate drinking water was - 
furnished the camp in February 19hk (R 330). • The- buildings could have housed all - 
the FW's before the enlargement,, but there. yfas a certain amount of. inconveniences, 
so ^n order to' give more room to the PW's, Colonel Hatakayama requested that the ' 
facilities be enlarged (R 333). He was always free to consult with Colonel Hataka¬ 
yama about camp problems' (R 333). Senior PV,' officers had to submit their com- ' 
plaints to the main camp commandant through the commander of the branch or detached 
camps- (R 333). ' He has transmitted requests from HVs to the main camp, commandant" 

. 333) . He. transmitted requests to.increase the amount of coal, to increase the 

amount of medicine' and clothing .(R 333)• ' He always forwarded requests submitted ■ 
by the FW's (R 333). Colonel Hatakayama instructed him to cooperate with senior 
Hi' officers with regard to F./ problems (R 33b) V 


Tsuneo Takahashi , a witness -for the defense, stated that he was the' 
Intendance Officer at the Hakodate main Camp .from-December 1, lbh 2 until dahuaiy 
■19b$ (R 333). He was first' assigned to this camp the latter part of November l<?b2 
(R 353). He was:a Sergeant Major-at first, and' Fas later given a commission oh 
h 10 December l$h'2. (R 333)> He knew the accused, who he thought arrived to take 
command of the ’ camp the early part of December 19h2 (R 333). Prior‘.to the arrival 
of Gplonel Hatakayama FW's were receiving 370 gramas of,staple-food per person. per : ' 
day- (R 333)| After Colonel Hatakayama 1 s. arrival.he ohdereE a "100-gram increase • ' 
per person per. day lb order'to preserve thei-r health and because th,ey were doing ‘3 
labor JR^.336) , ...After Colonel Hatakayama'.s arrival the W' 4 , were each issued 6 ?Q ' 

grams p»r dayj*h©wever, there were times, when-they were’given-iriore than that CFf 336 ), 
In April pr May ,19h3 the. food wap xiujreasdd^byrf.h a-dSitton^L 130 grams 5 bringing 
the*tcrt^l to^7-2C gragis per person pe.^ day ('R 336). This^as fo¥ all the PW's'atN 
^Hakodate’ camps* ( R 336)".; Cgrlonel Hatakayama also reques ted-supplementary^food > 
fn©m the companies where? the. Ht'-s worked (R l f337). Some companies complied with - 
the requests and .others didn' t (R 337) » Kariku horks Company did comply jA-th’the 
requests for'supplementary fqpd (R-337). Frier to the’opening of the camp he, ' 
as- Intendance Supply-Officer, received instructions from the Northern District 
Army concerning food to the effect that was a set amount to'be gftren to 

•the"-M's. -Also a^ r.e.gabds; the expense for the food., he was-;warhed.that rice artist 
be - conserved because Japan in general was facing a shortage of food (R 337). ' He 
knew about clothing that was being supplied to the HV's (R 337), Clothes wer,e 
given’to .the FW's according to regulations. Clothing that was in need, of repairs 
was repaired. One or two more blankets beyond that authorized by the regulations 
were given to each FW because the climate in Hokkaido was .very cold,' PW's were 
issued shoes, depending upon the necessity and the extent of damage of the one’s 
they had. There was no instance where.P¥*s had no shoes at. all ( R 337). Accord¬ 
ing to regulations, Japanese army shoes, tabi shoes or canvass shoes could be 
issued to the, PW's. Each P¥ was supposed to be issued one of these , '-‘•'he 'issuance 
depended on the stock at hand* Some-were given- Japanese army shoes, some tabi 
shoes and some capvass shoes (R 337) . Shoes and clo’thing of the M's were .inspected 
when they went to work in the morning, during the interior ihspection,;(R' 338 ) . - 
This type of inspection was to determine whether or not the amount of clothing 
issued was in possession by the individual, or whether or not repair was necessary 
(R 338). This type of inspection occurred about once a'month (R338), In December 
and January 19h2 and 19b3, he believed that the Japanese soldiers were entitled 
to 786 grams of refined rice and barley per soldier per day (R 338); He thought 
that the increase'of food under Colonel Hatakayama came when the HV's started to 
work outside the camp (R 338), lie thought that the amount of food the' HV's were 
receiving was sufficient to properly feed those who were performing ordinary type 
of labor (R 338-339). The amount, set for the Frf ration was 370 grams, and when 
Colonel Emoto took command he, ordered a total.increase of , 200 grams over the set' 
amount of 570 grams (R 3k0 ). In other words, he ordered the-ration increased to 
770 grams (R 3kp ). As Ho recalled it,.Colonel Emoto ordered the ration increased 
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up to the maximum set by the regulations, Emoto said.the amount would be 570, 
which is the set amount, plus 220 grams which would bring the ration up to the 
maximum (R 3l0), ;; To the question, "Colonel nmoto .'testified that when he took com-r 
mand at the Hakodate camp, the FW'S were receiving 5Q0 grams per day and that he ' 
ordered that the ration be increased by 200 grams" he.stated that he remembered 
Colonel Emoto Saying to increase the amount of ration to the maximum allowed by 
the regulations (R 3H) • He' said he thought that 600 grams per day per FW was 

sufficient for those_ who were performing the ordinary type or work, but for those 

who were performing especially heavy work that amount might not have been'enough 
(R 3ll). Of the RW* s; at Hakodate Main -Gamp, all were performing ordinary type of 

work except those who wire working at the MrM Works Company (R 3l2). Staple 

food such as rice, barley and wheat -flour came from the Intendance .Department of 
the Northern District Army, Supplementary food, which was not rationed, was 
bought in the city of Hakodate-(R 3l2). at Kamiiso Camp, he did not know where 
the food came froifi because the company was providing it. However^ when the.army 
started to provide the food, it came from the Intendance Department of the Northern 
District Army ( R'3l2)» He did not know the exact date that .the army resumed fur¬ 
nishing ibad at Kamiiso Camp/ it could have be'en around October 19l3 (R 3l3)4j He 
issued clothing to the PW's as"it 'was needed (R 3l3)• To the statement that,Colonel 
Emptd. Ordered him to issue clothing to the FW^s who were In need of clothing, he 
stated that Emoto, by talking to' individual ^W's received information from these 
BV's ‘that. they were in need of shoes, clothes and work clothes. So he ordered 
. that these items be issued to these individuals who Were in need of, them. He 
stated that they had leather shoes in the. Warehouse-at the time - (R-313)* At . 
that time .some of the-Pf's were wearing tabi • Shoes'- (R'»3l3).." "He- stated that, "show ... •

.i» some cases tabi shoes were better -for work "because they wbrb'lighter fR 315) L , 
There were times when Colonel 'Hstakayama ordered an exchange of/shoes- whan“it was 
found that the shoes worn by»some *'PW''-s were-damaged’ (R 515) * During the winter " , 
of 19l3 and.1911, Colonel Hatakayama/ as a result of his inspection, ordered him 
to issue leather sjiocs to replace tabi Sho«s (R 316). When Colonel Emoto took 
command, the number-..of ’P Ws who had tabi shoes exchanged-Tor^'l'eatber' shoes was 
not so large (R 316)• He did not believe that therd, was any instance' where. B7% ' 
did not have any shoes at all. The FW's were allowed to have their own shoes,but if 
they did not have their own'shoes, they were issued tho amount prescribed by regu—- ... 
lations (R 316).■ The regulations provided that one of three types of shoes could 
be issued to PW'sj namely, army shoes, tabi shoes and canvass shoes (R 318). 

According to the affiant's recollection the number of PW's who were wearing tabi 
shoes were 10 or 50 (R 3l8). There were 200 to 300 FI's at-Hakodate and all were 
wearing leather shoes except 10 or 50 (R 318), The leather shoes that Colonel 
Emoto . ordered him to issue to the R¥ r s were in the warehouse at the time Colonel 


Hatakayama left .his job (R 318), He thought that Colonel Hatakayama could have 
ordered the issue, of these leather shoes to FW 1 s. The leather shoes issued upon: 
the order of Colonel Emoto were not the right size "to fit the PW's, but they were 
able to wear-them (if. 3l9) • In the winter of 19l3 and. 1911, tabi shoes were sent 
from the company and those PW's who were wearing damaged tabi shoes were issued 
army leather shoes to replace., them (R 3l9); The number pf tabi shoes received 
from the company in which the FPs were working w-as. very small, that is in amount 
(R 3l9)* He did not remember the number of leather shoes in the warehouse'at the 
time,Colonel Hatakayama departed but thought there was approximately 100 pair 
(R3l9)• Overalls, shirts, drawers, gloves, coats, trousers, puttees, overcoats, 
sock# and caps were in the warehouse during the last months of Colonel Hatakayama's 
command. However, Colonel Emoto did not issue these-items to all PW's but only to 
those who personally requested such issue in exchange far their old ones (R 3l9)• 
There were not enough pf these items in the'storehouses to issue to all PW's (R 3l9) 
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If he had -to guess at the number of P¥!s who:■received these items from Colonel 
Emoto, he would guess 50 to 60 PW's (R 3k9). . He.was Intendance Officer at the 
.main camp (R 350) In speaking of the number of PIT's who received issue from 
Colonel Emoto, he was referring to those PW'sin the main camp (R 350). He 
thought,Colonel Emoto went.to the' branch camp and ordered the branch camp officers 
or Intendance non—commissioned officers, to change* some of these items that were 
issued to FW's. Usually supplies were issued by-the army directly to the. branch 
..camps (R*350). The authority to receive or exchange an issue of supplies was in 
the hands of the branch camp commander (R 350). and in the hands of the main camp 
commander in the main camp' (R350), It was his duty to advise the.main camp com¬ 
mander as to the necessity f or exchange or issuance of supplies (R 350). He had 
requests from PW's for authority to exchange supplies or to ge t things Issued 
(R 350). The only requests were made by the individuals themselves (R 350). 
lie advised Colonel Hatakayama' of. these requests artd;in most cases the exchanges 
were made'(R 351). - If the prisoners' requests as to the. issuance of clothes was 
justified there was no reason such a request should not have been granted and If 
such were the case Colonel Hatakayama did not refuse the request. Ft's did in¬ 
dividually, ask to get leather shoes in;exchange-fpr tabi shoes during Colonel' ■■■■• 
Hatakayama's command and they were issued to them*(R 352). The reason for such 
issue was that the tabis they .’.Tore wearing were damaged and could not be used any 
more (R 352). Colonel Hatakayama. was the one who ordered more blankets Issued 
than were authorized by regulations (R 353)$ The minimum amount of ration for 
one FW per.day was set by regulations as 570 grams. The regulations further pro¬ 
vided that, based on the condition of the PW's and the type of work done, 220. 
grams - could be increased-on top of this basic 570*grams» The 'order issued by 
Colonel Emoto. was. to- increase the .ration' up- to the maximum -^-ovidhd by'the regu- "' 
latipns (-R 3514) .'i ColfthelfHatakayama increased the rations- from 100 to 150 grans" 
and^ the ration that Was being; received by the PWj’s rat the timfi’Cploriel Hatakayama. ■ 
■was- rep^ed by ifoldnel -Emoto "was. 670. grams (R*355)-. . He did not remember Colejiel 
Emoto Increasing the ration'fwiQe* He only* remes»ffirect^hat.As a result -of- ,±he. «• v 
increase orderedby ;eolonED--.Emoto the “Itoount - became 770 gn£®s (R*^55).

"Emoto later on decreased the'staple food ration (R 355)Although Colonel Jmoto's 
increase did-not-go beyond th'ejnaximum authorized by the* regulations, he did not 
know why Colonel, Emotp^thought himself obligated to decrease the food allowance 
(R 356)* The increase of J.00. grams - in th* f^qd rationing was jiadeditmedfately 
after-Colonel; Hatakayama'-s- arrival; he. thought it was in April 1-5^3.. The lOO-gPam 
increase of Colonel Hatakayama applied to all the PV/'s^in the Hakodate area (R 356) 
There was no question in his mind that the amount of grams-issued during Colonel 
Hatakayama's command from April or Hay 19h3 was a minimum of 670 grams. (R-356). 

The minimum ration of 670 grams was in effect until Colonel Hatakayama was trans¬ 
ferred from the' camp (R 357) . There is no'truth in the statement that all PIT's _ 
needed clothing nor in the statement that-no clothing was issued during the time 
of Hatakayama. There were■a few FW's who were in need of clothing at the time 
Colonel Emoto took command, and these requested clothing-from Colonel Emoto and 
received it (R 357).; He could think of• no reason why these men were not supplied 
with clothes under. Colonel Hatakayama (R 357)- He could not say why PW's who were 
supplied with clothes under.Colonel Hatakayama made requests for more 'Clothes 
under Colonel Emoto (R 358). Regardless of Colonel Bnoto's s testimony on the sub¬ 
ject, the only thing that Colonel Einoto asked him was,"What was the maximum .amount’ 
of staple food authorized by the regulations-?"and he ordered him to increase the 
amount of food to the maximum prescribed by the' regulations (R 359)* He remembered 
having a conversation with Colonel Emoto regarding the maximum amount of staple 
food that could be issued to PiT's according"to regulations. However, he did not 
remember any conversation regarding an'increase of,200 or 220,grams in the rations 
(R 361). He did not hear about any onions that rotted in- one of the camp storage 
rooms (R 362). Prior to the arrival of Colonel Hatakayama and during the command 
of Captain Kawai, the amount of staple rations was 570 -grams (R362). 
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Sadao Sakano , a witness for the defense, stated that he was assigned 
to the, Hakodate Main Camp on 23 August 19U3 (R 37U). He reported to Colonel 
Hatakayama and received instructions as to the treatment of Pit's (R 37U). Colonel 
Hatakayama gave instructions on this subject whenever he had the opportunity to 
do so (R 37U). Colonel Hatakayama did not reprimand him, but there were some in ; 
the camp who were given warnings because they beat PW's (R 37ii), Medical orderly 
Imai was warned and he heard that a person named Miami received a warning. He was 
tried and convicted of boating a PVi in May lpljii., Colonel Emoto was the. camp com- 
mander^at that time (R 375). Colonel Emoto did not reprimand him for that beating 
(R 375) . At the time that Miumi was reprimanded or warned was before he went-to 
the ROW camp (R 376; . It was during the time that Colonel Hatakayama was camp 
commandant- Medical orderly Imai was warned by Colonel Hatakayama the latter cart 
of 19h3 or the early part of 19UU (R 376). ,^ 1 , ’ F 


Tsut'omu Shiba , a witness for the defense, stated that he was a doctor 
assigned to the Hakodate Main 'Camp from September 1, 19ii3 until the 20th of January -■ 
l? 4 p (R 377)* - He served under both Colonel Hatakayama and Colonel Emoto (R 377); :: 

Colonel Emoto arrived' at the Hakodate POW Camp-around 2nd of March. A little : .

Colonel Emoto (;R 380). Colonel Emoto reprimanded him for beating a PW while under- 
the influence of sake (lit 380 ). He was transferred from the Hakodate P01® camp 
(R 380 )-. As to Colonel Emoto's testimony about the medical situation at Murroran, 
he stated-that he- was told that Major Murr^r requested that sick call be conducted • 
without the presence of the Japanese medical orderlies, Colonel Emoto told him 
that he approved of this and ordered him to conduct the sick call in that manner 
so he answered yes (R 380, 381, 382). The physical condition of the PW's improved 
during Colonel Ehioto's command (Pu 383). There were less deaths under Colonel 
Emoto.'a command» The physical condition of the PW's was - continually improving 
under the command of Colonel Hatakayama (R 383 ). Sick calls were conducted during 
. the morning and during the' evening, and in his absence the PW -medical officer 

treated the PW's and decided vhether or not they should dtay in from work or go to 
work. The FIT-medical officer determined which- FW's should be hospitalized (R'3810. 

He stated that the medical orderlies were not.allowed to make decisions against 
the wishes of the PW doctor as to what F.i's should or should not go,to work (R 38b ). 

He did hot believe, nor did he ever hear from the FW doctor, during'his absence 
the officer of the day made decisions as to which PW's should or should not go to 
Work (R 38 I 4 .). There was an amy regulation that all decisions had to be made by 
■the Japanese personnel (R 381;, 385) * . The regulation caused a hardship where deci¬ 
sions had to be made by a doctor (R 385)• He discussed this situation with Colonel 
Hatakayama and Colonel Hatakayama told him to do as he had' previously mentioned 
(R 385).. As to who should, make decisions about sending Fff's to work, there was 
no particular change under Colonel Emoto than existed under Colonel Hatakayama 
(R 385) * He talked to Major Murray,'the PW doctor, in regard to medical matters 
and Major Murray told him that everything was going smoothly, but he did not- say 
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anything to him about the Japanese medical orderlies■having supreme authority a? 
to treatment of FW's and the issuance of medicine and as ’to whether sick PV/'s 
should.or should not work (R 385, 386), As well as he remembered, the Pur s weight 
increased or decreased as follows t .during the months of October, November and 
December 19U3, their weight increased from 62 to 72 kilograms each month,, . During 
the winter time in January, February and March, -the weight increased about 65 kilo¬ 
grams] and in the month's of March, .April and.May there was about '67 kilograms 
increase; and after that their weight increased from 65 to 67 kilograms (R 386). 

He meant that the figures.were the average weight '(R 386)In December 19k3, due 
to the decrease in weight of the FW's the strong and healthy FW's were sent to Asano■ 
Cement which was No* 1 Dispatch Camp-, In their place the sick and unhealthy were 
brought from Murroran Camp and placed' in the main camp because the' climate was 
much, better in Hakodate* In the main camp there were better medical facilities 
and he and the camp commandant could'give the weak and unhealthy better attention. 
They were brought from Murroran to improve their health (R 3.87)1 It was he who 
suggested to the camp commandant that the weak and'unhealthy at Murroran camp should 
be brought in and replace the healthy that had been sent to No> 1 Dispatch camp. ’ 
The camp commandant agreed withhim (R 387 ), Regarding the question as to who - 
should make the decisions concerning the Sending of sick-PA<s to work, he discussed 
the problem with Colonel Hatakayama because of the regulation existing at. the time 
that decisions should be made by. Japanese personnel*■: He. suggested to Colonel '"1 
Hatakayama that, he thought it was. better for a doctori to make decisions on medical 
matters (R 388 ) . ' " . ' - -

Under Colonel Emoto - 
he wes- a camp commander .of the first dispatch camp and was-also in charge' of general 
affairs of the main Gamp (R 395). Immediately -after Golonel Emoto's arrival he .. - 
•increased the food ration by 50 grams in the main camp. About a week later he in- f 
creased the ration 50 grams, in the second branch .camp; consequently,'in the second 
branch camp the result was an increase of 50 over the 150 grams 'that Colonel Hata¬ 
kayama had previously increased (R 396) ; As well as he ..could recall the Increases 
of food, ration under-Colonel Emoto was continued only for one or two months,' The 
regulation was changed by the army which decreased the food ration (R 396), He 
.was First Lieutenant under Colonel Emoto's regime (R 398) , - He did-not know all..the 
rules arid regulations of the Ministry of War in regard to the treatment" of the PIT's 
but he did know them to a certain extent (R 398), He knew in general the rules and 
.regulations handed down by the Northern District Army as to the treatment ofFA's. 
During the time that he was General Affairs Officer for the Hakodate Main Camp 
there were violations of those rules and regulations to a certain extent by the 
camp commander (R 398 ), The rules and regulations were violated by the improvement' 
and additions to the buildings'. Additional food, other than that authorized by 
the regulations , -was purchased from civilians ,' Every day supplies Were purchased " 
from- civilians by the POST camp in violation of the regulations (R 398). "He was 
at. Hakodate branch: camp No, 2 from the 1st of December'191*2 until 19 April 19l*l* . - 

(R'-lrOO) j Under Colonel Hatakayama, PV.ls were given three days rest a ‘month v(R 1*00j. 
Upon Colonel finoto 1 s arrival he increased the rest period to four times'a month. ' 
However, later an order was received from the Army and the rest days thereafter 
were two or three .times a month (R 1*00), Colonel Hatakayama increased the food 
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in April 19U3 in the main camp. The amount.of his .increase continued until March 
of the following-year (E iiOl). He believed that the request submitted by Captain 
- Ziegler in April 19U3 relative'to PT/s doing hazardous work and the production of ' 
iron ore being essential to the war effort was submitted to the War Ministry in¬ 
stead of to Colonel Hatakayama (E hOl, 1*02). He passed the request through the 
mam camp commander and had him send it to the War Ministry (E lf>2). He received ' 

■ a notice from Major General Hanada in charge of the Prisoner of War' Information 
Bureau" of the War Ministry that such a request could not be taken into considera¬ 
tion (R 402). That information came down through Colonel Hatakayama and then fin¬ 
ally to him (E 402). He notified the RT's verbally of the contents of the message 
received from the War Ministry (Rlt02), He did not know about any answer that ' “ 
. Colonel Hatakayama had given regarding, the Ri r 's petition, All N®,got from Colonei 
Hatakayama was the information sent down to him from,the Information Bureau (E U03). 
He did not toll them that it was impossible to make such'a petition, nor did he - 1 
tell them that their requests were: against orders and .that strong, measures would ) 
be taken against them (R i+03). He did not remember that Colonel Hatakayama threat¬ 
ened the FW's with punishment because they submitted their requests (E U03). In'- 
April when Colonel Hatakayama increased the. ratipns in the main camp, this increase’ 
only applied to the main camp. 'Previously.his.camp, branch camp No. 2, had already

At the'request of the defense the cour-tito'ok judicial notice of the 
record of trial. Case Docket No. 37, Yasuda et al, and more particularly to the 
testimony of Sergeant Leonard. C. Campbell, on pages 11*3, lUlt and l!i3, who stated , 
in substance that-vrtien Colonel Emoto took over the camps he assembled the entire 
camp on the parade ground and gave them a lengthy speech. This procedure was re- ' 
peated once a month and sometimes more often. After his first speech he ordered 
Ftf's to write him their impressions of his talks. It appeared .to the FW's that - 
he was the kind of fellow who blew his own horn. The senior men in his group got 
together and decided that if they wrote letters to Emoto praising him they would 
receive better treatment and better food. Some of the Ry's wrote uncomplimentary 
remarks, but to carry out-the scheme those remarks were changed so that the-letters 
would be complimentary. FW*s were definitely ordered to y/rite these letters and 
their name was checked off the roster when they turned it in (R kll, Iff). 

At the request of the defense the court took judicial notice of 
Case Docket No. 17k, Miyakawa, and particularly the testimony of Leonard C. 
Campbell, page 36 , who stated in substance that he knew of no order that gave 
the guards permission to slap, the boys. In some instance, rather than accept 
confinement in the guardhouse as punishment, some of the R7's would ask for a beat¬ 
ing rather than confineitient in the guardhouse. However, the RY knew the guard 
who was going to beat him when he made the request and he. knew what kind of beat¬ 
ing he was going to get from that man. None of them ever requested a beating from 
the "Yankee Clipper." It wasn't worth it (E I 4 .I 3 ). 
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At the request of the defense the court took judicial notice and 
had read into the record the Review Authority analysis of the evidence in Case 
Docket No. h$, Araki (R '1|13, 1*1-1* * 1*15, 1-0-6, ll?, I 4 I 8 , kl9, 1*20, 1*21). The defense 
introduced into this Review for the purpose of showing that as pertains to Sped-: 
fication 6 c and 6 e there was not one iota or evidence that the accused Hatakayama 
had any knowledge of the incidents or that the accused Hatakayama did anything which 

- might be construed as permitting those incidents to happen. Further to-show that- , 
the accused Araki offered no defense and mitigation that he committed the incidents 
under orders or that the main camp commander or his superior knew of the incidents 
and permitted it (R 1*13, 1*21). 

At the. request of the-defense,the court took judicial notice of the 
record of trial. Case Docket No.. 1*, Hirate, the opinion of the Review.Authority and 
analysis of evidence in that case (R 1*21, 1*22). The purpose of the defense in 
asking the court-to take judicial notice of this record and Review is the same as 
stated above (Araki) (R 1*21). This record and review pertain to Specification 6 b 
and 6 d (Hatakayama). ' '

b. The record is legally sufficient to support the finding of the com- ' 
mission except as hereinafter indicated. The commission was constituted by proper 
authority and had jurisdiction over the accused and over the of fenses charged. j 
There is no evidence that any of the accused were insane at the dime of.the com- ? 
mission of the alleged; acts or at the time.of trial. The accused'was given a 
fair trial, was aggressively defended and cooperated in his Own defense* 

c. The accused, elected-to. remain silent, tnhich'wa," his legal right. He 
is not'required to establish his innocence, .'The burden of proving the accused 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt rests always upon the prosecution. The accused 
heard the vast amount of compelling evidence against him, which was not rebutted- 
by the .defense. Had the accused been inn'ocent of the. offenses charged, te could 
have testified in denial thereof. Under SCAP rules the commission could draw 
such inference from his failure .to testify as would seem fair and competent to

f. As to Legal Sufficiency ; 

(1) Failing to Provide American and Allied Prisoners of War, at-the 
Hakodate Main Camp-, with Available Medical Supplies and Proper Medical Care and . 
Attention (Specification l) : ' * ~ 3 

This specification, as amended, charges a failure to provide 
available medical supplies, A wrongful'withholding must be proved (compare .. 
Specification 1, Sato et al. Case Docket No; 11). 

The accused is charged with aggravating the suffering and -illness 
of numerous unnamed prisoners. In support of this omnibus specification, no evi¬ 
dence of a specific event described in another specification should be considered. 
Inquiry is further limited to cases caused by the failure -of the camp commander to 
discharge his duty as to providing available medical supplies. As thus limited, 
in no instance does the evidence establish 'that the accused aggravated the suffer¬ 
ing and illness of any Fib, either by himself or by contributing to other factors. 


• • 
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To constitute a violation of a duty,. an act or failure to act must relate itself 
to a responsibility. In the case at hand, -did the accused have a responsibility 
to provide something, or did he- have.a duty not to withhold it? Construing the 
word "available" in^ its common accepted meaning, it denotes that the medical sup- -■ - 
plies were at the disposal of the accused: and-were capable of being used advanta & -. 
geously. From the aforementioned, lit can. clearly be determined that the accused j 
had no duty to provide the medical; supplies, because the specification indicates - 

they were available, but did have a duty to distribute them according to the 
s needs of the Fft 's and not to withhold .any. medical supplies where their.disposition 
and use would alleviate the. sickness and suffering; The evidence fails to indi- : 
cate what medical supplies, if any, were; available to the accused or that he with - 
: held any of these supplies when they.were needed.-: Medical supplies were very' ; 
scarce in Japan, and it is undisputed that the amount of such supplies furnished 
by higher headquarters was .totally inadequate to treat the number of F*Y»s in the ' 
camp. The evidence does, hot indicate that the accused failed to dispense and use 
those medical supplies that he was able to get. He even .reque'stod additional 
medical supplies, but was unable to got them. 

: ; .Such evidence- as- has been presented, tending to indicate a re¬ 

fusal to provide available - medical- supplies or willful neglect in his duties, is 
hardly sufficient to warrant a conclusion- beyond a reasonable doubt that the ac- 
tions of the accused aggravated the illness and suffering of FJ.' s as foUnd by the 
commission. Therefore, the part'of the specifications,-having to do with avail¬ 
able medical supplies,, should be disapproved. 

(2) Failing and Neglecting to Provide and Maintain Adequate Quarters.

« , The evidence fails to indicate that the accused had the responsi¬ 
bility to provide adequate quarters. . 

The Ministry of T7ar determined matters concerning the residence 
of Fit's, the opening and closing.of POJ camps. His office notified the commander 
of an army or the commander of a garrison, who administered the POJ camps (Article 
2, paragraph 2, Prisoner of Jar Regulations, R U3Q)« The Hakodate camps were 
inspected, by. a representative of the Prisoner of Ylar Information Bureau, together 
with a representative of the Northern District Army,, prior to December 19h2 arid 
prior iso the arrival of Colonel Hatakayama as camp commanfier (R 201, 202), In 
some instarices the companies$ who worked the P?? 1 s, furnished the buildings in 
which the- PJ's lived (R 307). The high commandant of a POJ camp had no authority 
to repair or-change the facilities of the camps when such work involved expense 
and-labor. This had to be approved by higher headquarters (R 208, 218, 220). It 
is not-expressly stated in the record, but inference can be. drawn from the testi¬ 
mony, that all FJ's in the Hakodate POi.' - camps were dispatched fpr work purposes 
. to industries and plants in the Hakodate Area, this being done under contract with 
the Jar Ministry, From the foregoing, it is definitely established, and the 
evidence is uncontradicted, that Colonel Hatakayama did;not have the responsibility 
of selecting the POJ camps,, nor did.he have the responsibility of approving their 
adequacy,.this having been completed prior to his-arrival. .Therefore, being 
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detailed as camp commander/ he accepted the facilities as approved by higher 
authority. Whether they were adequate or inadequate was not for his decision. 

Even though he had no authority to repair or change the facilities of the camp 
if such involved expense and labor, the evidence is uncontradicted that he re¬ 
quested the V/ansshi Ironworks at Murroran to furnish material to improve the 
barracks (R 295-, He requested the-Japanese Ironworks at Kamiiso to furnish 
material to patch the barracks and for ceiling the barracks in order to keep the 
rooms warn. TRe companies did all they could to comply with these requests. 

However, there was a shortage of materials and the.companies did as much as thev 
could.under the circumstances (R 300). He requested the Hakodate Dock Company — 
Limited that the emergency treatment room be enlarged so that'Fwiy' could be ade¬ 
quately treated (R 308). This request was granted. He also requested the com- 
?t n ?o^7° rk t ing ^ S at N °* 1 ^spatch Camp, Kamiiso, to increase the facilities 
320 J * He ^ther requested them to install a filtering system in order for 
FW's to have adequate drinking water (R 320). The filtering system was completed 
in February 19kk ( R 320). He further requested the s ame company to place a latrine 
closer to the worksite (R 320). The improvement of facilities at Kamiiso was started 
as a result of the efforts of Colonel. Hatakayama, but was completed after he left - 
the camp (R 320, 32k). Thus it is established by uncontradioted testimony that, 
even though he was not responsible for the,selection of the camp, he fulfilled 
his duty within his ability as'camp .‘commander to improve the facilities . The find¬ 
ing of guilty by the commission of this-part-of the specification should be dis—

Even'were they determlhed, some individual might still compldlh that'the bea-tfhg ... ' 
facilities were inadequate, It is commonly known ’that the Japanese furnished their 
own soldiers with very little heating facilities. It is admitted, both by the 
prosecution and by the defense, that there was a shortage of coal and -that it was 
rationed. The prosecution's own evidence establishes the fact that there was a 
shortage of coal and that it was rationed. There is not one scintilla, of evidence 
in the record that adequate coal was available or that, any available ooal was 
withheld.; Colonel Emoto, a prosecution witness, stated that he knew coal was ra¬ 
tioned (R 129). He further stated that during his regime he violated regulations 
by increasing the quantity of coal, that he went by the "barometer" and not by 
regulations (R 129). He stated that he cut trees for fuel (R-I 30 ). But nowhere 
in his testimony does he state, nor the record reflect, that Colonel Hatakayama 
violated the regulations issued by his superiors pertaining to the consumption- 
of coal or that he withheld'any coal allowed FW's under regulations. Obviously 
it cannot be contended that a camp commander is under a duty to permit entry upon 
the private property of others to procure wood for heating purposes. Viewing the 
evidence as a whole, it is considered that the evidence of the prosecution is 
insufficient to sustain this part of the specification. 

The record is legally sufficient to sustain a finding of guilty, 
of that part of the specification pertaining to the accused's failure to provide 
and maintain adequate food and clothing. .” 
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- %. The defense contends’that by-use of the word "pemittirig” in 

specifications 3 'and 6 , there devolved a burden upon the prosecution to prove 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the accused.had actual knowledge of the acts and • 
atrocities committed by his subordinates/ and after having such actual knowledge, 
failed to restrain said subordinates (R 170 , 43 I 4 .). 


The accused was charged under two specifications for his failure 
to discharge command responsibility- to prevent the acts alleged in the sub-paragispte 
in both specifications which pertain respectively to tie beating and abusing of many 
American and Allied FWs by his subordinates. The word-"permit” means "( 1 ) to allow 
by tacit consent or by not hindering; take no steps to prevent; consent tacitly, to; 
suffer; ( 2 .) to grant leave by. express consent or authorization; empower expressly"' 
(Words and Phrases Perm. Ed. Vdl.-32, p 1/5, par. 2), By construing the meaning 

of the word "permit", it can be clearly seen that it' does hot denote actual know¬ 
ledge. It is sufficient to prove that the accused either had actual knowledge or 

constructive knowledge. This doctrine, as pointed out before in this review, has 

.been thoroughly discussed in past reviews. -Under these- specifications and sub- 
specifications-, it is sought to hold the- accused, Hatakayama, criminally liable 
for the unlawful acts of those under his command on th,e theory of command responsi¬ 
bility. To .the accused Hatakayama*s-credit, bo,it said that- it- is - act even claimed 
by .the prosecution^hat.he. was ever-personally guilty of any unlawful acts’ df cruel- '

The incident in March 05 April 19/3 waswshoptly after he became Camp cStamander, 
and-while he stopped, the mistreatment in this instance, he-.-^fieneby^received notice - 
that mistreatment was- occurring in the camp. Thereafter complaints were made to ' - 

him about other mistreatment of Fid's by members, of the FW staff. - Under the system ■ 
of handling complaints in use by the accused, it could not be definitely established 
that he received.actual knowledge that mistreatments were occurring. Under his 
system, no FW was allowed to-talk to him personally or to lodge a complaint with 
, him personally|| The record shows that.beatings and other mistreatments' by members 
of his staff continued throughout his command and had. he- allowed PV/’s to report 
these incidents, he could very easily have found out that they were occurring. 

The record further shows that beatings and other mistreatments by members of his 
staff was .so wide-spread and so frequent that he was charged with knowledge thereof 
(Yamashita -vs Styer 66 Supreme Court Report 3 J 4 .O). Even under defense's proof, 
all the accused, Hatakayama did to prevent 1 recurrences of-mi's treatment wa$ fo advise 
each member 01 his staff, when they reported to him.for duty,-as to tide treatment, 
that'PVs should receive with reference to punishment, and he, on two occasions, 
reprimanded a guilty staff member for mistreating a PV, Af ter the accused had 
actual or constructive notice that the Pi's were.being mistreated by members of 
his staff, in performance of his duty to protect the PV's (Case No. II 4 .I 4 , U.S.A. 

Matsumuro, and cases therein cited), the obligation devolved on him to adopt ade¬ 
quate measures -to shop the mistreatment. The preventative measures adopted by him 
proved to be inadequate since after taking them-the mistreatment continued. If 
he had not -failed in his duty, there would have been no subsequent recurrences ,of 
•the mistreatment. It is uncontradicted that Colonel Emoto, when he assumed com-- 
mand, took such stringent measures against his staff who perpetrated atrocities 
and mistreatment that the same practically'ceased toaciqt. .

Th® probable and foreseeable consequences of his failure to 
adopt adequate preventive measures was the continued occurrence of such mis¬ 
treatments; and under the law such failure was the proximate cause of each act 
of unlawful mistreatment thereafter occurring, for which the commander would 
be criminally liable (45 C.J. 911, 913} 68 ALR 1013).

(9) The accused was found guilty of permitting his subordinates 
to mistreat and abuse by beating and other forms of abuse of many PW*s who were 
entrusted to his care. Many of the beatings were of a cruel and barbaric 
nature. The commission sentenced the accused to confinement at hard, labor .for 
a period of twelve (12) years . In view of' the many atrocities committed under 
his command, it is considered that a sentence of twelve ( 12 ) years is inadequate, 
measured by like sentences for like offenses in other cases. However, it is ! 
recommended that it be approved. , 

(10) - In accordance with the established policy, owing to the 
length of time the accused has been in confinement prior to the date of sentence^ 
it is recommended that twenty-three ( 23 ) months of.the sentence be remitted',

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The use by counsel for both sides of improper personalities against 
each other is noted but no adverse effect upon the rights of the accused 
is discovered. 

As to the allegations in Specifications 2 and , it is considered 
after a careful study of the record that there is adequate proof of a re¬ 
sponsibility (and breach thereof) to provide reasonably adequate quarters plus 
heat, as charged,under the duty of tho commander to protect his charges . Lack 
of ability to secure better facilities is ■a matter to be shown as a defense 
or in mitigation. Full attention was’ devoted to this feature by the 
accused's witnesses. Colonel Emoto, his successor, demonstrated, nevertheless, 
that furnishing such quarters and reasonable heat was recognized as a duty of 
the commander.' His success is eliminating the deficiencies highlighted 
the failures; of the accused in his responsibility (Ex 162, p Uj R lUO). ' 

Similar comment is applicable as to the charge'in Specification 1 of 
’ failure to provide available medical •supplies. By "to provide-available 
medical supplies" is meant to furnish to those requiring them. Mere stocking 
of a.warehouse is not providing medical supplies. They must reach their 
destination for. their intended use. Certain of these supplies were on'hand 
but were.withheld (cf R 379 and review supra, pp 6, 7, ’8) fromthe sick' 
in the camp. It is a-soqTdtur that when the sick fail to-receive proper 
medicine their, suffering’and-illne.ss: are aggravated. - ' "• p •. ...|
